campment is  agreeable — the  day  hot  and  clear— 
the  river  bubbling  over  a rocky  sheet  is  bor- 
dered by  a luxuriant  prairie  from  l/h  a mile  to 
600  yards  wide—  then  we  have  a regular  swell 
rising  to  the  height  of  £0  or  ICO  feet  covered 
with  timber  of  various  denominations  which  is 
sparse  on  the  brow  of  this  height,  running  al- 
most paralel  with  the  River  but  inclining  to

tho  surface  is  flat—  the  wood 


thickens — 'becomes  swampy  and  in  sens  places 
almost  impervious  from  the  underwood  and  small 
growth — it  may  be  necessary  to  add  that  the 
high  ground  before  spoken  of  which  flanlcs  tho 
river  in  a direction  nearly  paralcl,  is  cut  by 
many  deep*  steep  and  short  ravines*  running 
nearly  at  right  angles  to  the  general  course  of 
this  height — having  advanced  about  k miles  I 
rode  to  the  brow  of  this  height  with  Geni  U who  wante 
wanted  to  e:nmino  the  position  of  his  flank  col- 
umn and  to  get  a view  of  lichees  house  on  the  East 
side  of  the  river*  and  of  the  British  Fost  with 
the  flag  flying  below— Genl  Y?  made  report  of 
this  to  the  C in  G in  the  centre  whoso  aid  de 
camp  Capt  De  B and  Hr  E.  the  contractor  returned 
with  hin  to  take  a view  of  the  fort— 

TThen  we  reached  the  brow  of  the  height*  our 
attention  was  called  by  Dr*  Heyward  to  some  horse- 


non  who  were  pushing  rapidly  across  tho  prairie 
about  1 Jk  of  a mile  in  our  front — it  was  first 
supposed  they  wore  a port  of  tho  voluntocro  in 
quest  of  plunder  but  observing  them  to  alter  their 
direction  for  our  front  and  hearing  at  the  sane 
moment  a few  shot— Genl  W rode  up  to  Cast  Do  B 
and  requested  him  to  hasten  to  tho  C in  C and  ap- 
prise him  that  our  advance  was  attacked  and  re- 
treating— he  had  scarcely  made  this  observation 
when  hO  or  50  of  the  mounted  volunteers  were  dis- 
covered to  be  retreating  directly  towards  us,  in 
great  confusion  and  before  a faint  fire  of  the 
enemy—  the  moment  was  critical  as  the  troops  had 
not  yet  received  orders  to  fore—  Genl  YI.  hailed 
and  halted  the  retreating  party—  reminded  them 
of  their  name  fane  & country  and  exhorted  them 
to  reform  and  oppose  the  enemy  who  were  runing 
forward  and  throwing  their  shot  at  random  and 
were  by  this  within  150  yards—  several  agree  to 
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try  and  fight — but  the  Generals  presence 
being  necessarily  called  to  the  command  of 
his  wing — the  moment  his  back  was  turned  they 
broke  and  re  sane  d their  flight  thro  the  1st 
Sub  Legion  then  forming — the  Genl  having  brought 
up  Gaines®  Light  Infantry  and  formed  then  in  ad- 
vance to  check  the  enemy,  repaired  immediately 
to  his  left  which  was  pressed  by  the  Enemy—  they 
were  almost  formed,  tho  in  order,  much  too  close— 
this  defect  was  soon  remedied  and  the  troops  stood 
with  shouldered  arris—  when  we  reached  tho  ex- 
treme left  of  the  3 S Legn  v;e  found  Capt  hiss 
Campbell,  retreating  with  his  troop  in  good  or- 
der— and  also  that  Capt  H Lewis  who  commanded 
the  advanced  light  Infantry  h.  Rifle  lien  had  fal- 
len back  and  was  mixed  with  the  left  of  the  right 
wing—  we  were  at  this  time  under  a scattered 
fire  of  the  Enemy  at  100  yards  distance—  Genl 
W enquired  of  Capt  hiss  Campbell  'what  was  the 
matter  in  front15  he  answered  ,{every  thing  is  con- 


fusion0  and  asked  the  Genl  what  he  should  do, 
who  observed  to  bin,  'that  he  not  being  under 
his  commnd  he  could  give  him  no  orders,  but  roc- 
omanded  to  him  to  fall  back  & forn  squadron  in 
his  rear — the  Genl  then  pushed  towards  the  right, 
when  wo  gained  the  right  of  tho  3d  3,  L.  t£ten 
commanded  by  Cap  Kingsbury,  found  tho  Enemy  with- 
in CO  yards,  Ur*  Gaines  in  the  interin  having 
changed  his  position  by  order  from  sons  person

orders  to  Inn—  he  also  ventured  to  fora 
Lieut*  Yfebb  •with  the  first  troop  in  his  rear, 
with  ciders  to  follow  tho  line  at  15>0  yards 
distance — the  charge  succeeded  as  directed, 
the  enemy  making  little  or  no  resistance,  bit 
fell  back  fron  ravine  to  ravine  loading  and  fir- 
ing at  a considerable  distance  as  we  advanced— 
the  fire  was  truly  so  light  and  the  resistance 
so  feeble,  that  we  began  to  apprehend  a deception 
and  that  the  enemy  had  sent  forward  light  parties 
to  harrass  and  disorder  us,  and  to  draw  us  in 
tint  condition  into  the  hands  of  their  main  body* 
tender  this  impression  Genl  VI  rode  to  the  C in 
C whom  he  found  in  the  centre  and  suggested  to 
him  Ills  apprehensions  and  the  propriety  of  hal th- 
ing and  forming — he  told  him,  to  do  sc — but  the 
intention  was  defeated  by  an  increased  fire  fron 
the  cnery  cn  the  left — the  charge  was  therefore 
renewed  after  a momentary  and  partial  halt  which

& the  fire  of  the  enemy  began  to  slacken — At 
this  moment  Lieut  Covington  of  the  Dragoons  was 
observed  in  our  front  charging  from  the  left  to 
our  right  with  6 or  3 Dragoons , and  the  ground 
being  even  and  the  wood  open,  having  gained  our 
right  near  the  brow  of  the  height  ho  wheeled  to 
the  loft  and  was  charging  to  the  front,  the  enemy 
being  then  in  view  and  retreating-

Ilia  A.  G.  Ifr*.  bhahburgh  to  order  Lieut  Vi'ebb 
to  cliargo  arid  called  to  Covington  to  halt,  but 
as  his  voice  would  not  reach  bin,  and  seeing  hixa 
moiling  upon  destruction  (as  he  would  with  6 or  6 
Lon  In. vc  been  in  with  the  Enemy  long  before  ;7obb 
could  get  up)  in  order  to  save  him,  he  determined 
to  make  a decisive  tho  not  a very  justifiable  at- 
tempt*— ho  clapped  spurs  to  his  horse  & running 
at  full  speed  about  250  yards  in  front  of  his 
line  and  close  upon  the  rear  of  tho  enemy,  passed 
and  halted  Covington  for  a moment—  this  gave 
time  for  ..ebb  to  shew  himself  and  support—  in  - 
making  this  movement  the  Geni  had  thrown  himself 
between  Covington  and  a savage  who  presented  his 
piece  at  him.  but  did  not  fire,  alti*o!  he  passed 
within  a few  paces  of  him—  Covington  seeing  his 
danger,  charged  this  son  of  tho  woods,  swc&ddin 
hand  and  killed  him  on  tho  spot' 


‘tho  Genl  having 


accomplished  his  purpose  which  was  to  save  or  to 
givo  a fair  chance  to  a gallant  officer  and  an 
amiable  rum,  wheeled  and  rejoined  his  cormnand  which 
was  still  advancing — mean  tine  Covington  & Webb 
kept  up  the  charge  and  vie  saw  no  more  of  the  enemy — 
Covington  killed  two  and  Webb  cne  Indian  with  their 
own  hands — the  retreat  soon  after  beat,  when  we 
halted  and  formed  in  one  line — in  the  commencement 
of  the  action  Capt  Shanburgh  (whom  the  Ccnl  had 
loft  at  the  lie  ad  of  bis  Column  to  receive  orders 
for  bin  while  he  road  to  the  right)  having  heard  a 
firing  in  front*  rode  to  the  centre  and  apprised 
the  C in  C of  our  being  attached—  who  replyed, 

,;Yeig  I heard  it,  there  was  6 or  0 guns15—  the  other 
rejoined  in  surprise  no  or  b biri  I have  heard  at 
least  1^0  shot 55  and  turned  off  in  uisgusi—  at  this 
insuant  the  Militia  were  discovered  to  be  flying 
in  front — some  person  near  the  C in  C then  observed 
that  they  were  runing  and  asked  what  was  to  be  dons

after  a short  pause — the  C in  C.  bailed  out 
"prepare  to  receive  the  Enemy  in  front  in  two 
linoa"—  but  his  voico  could  not  bo  heard  150 
yards  at  which  distance  each  Column  was  from 
the  centre  and  this  was  the  only  order  we  re- 
ceived from  him  prior  to  or  during  the  action— 
Col«  H informs  also,  that  lie  received  no  or- 
der during  the  action,  or  for  forming—  Genl  17 
formed  in  one  line — he  in  two — consequently 
the  2d  S L*  scarcely  got  into  the  action  and  the 
lith  S L was  at  one  period  nearly  out  flanked — 
time  light  Infantry  Sc  Dragoons  who  were  selected 
and  reserved  for  the  C in  C*s  special  command, 
acted  I am  well  assured,  without  orders  from  him— 
.notwithstanding  the  wise  precaution  which  have 
been  taken  by  frittering  up  the  army,  in  aards 
Sc  Detachments,  we  were  fairly  surprised.  Sc  the 
Enemy  within  Cun  Shot  of  us  before  we  were  fermed- 
it  is  unquestionable  with  me,  that  if  the  Enemy 
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had  s track  'with  their  whole  fcrco  at  any  point 
of  our  array* — instead  of  attempting  with  900  men 
to  form  a line  of  two  miles  they  would  have 
penetrated  and  if  they  pleased  passed  thro  us* 
making  groat  havock  at  least—  all  the  pompous 
and  prolix  orders  of  battle,  heretofore  issued 
and  received,  were  here  entirely  neglected,  not 
a v/ord  was  uttered  about  forming  the  square— 
the  light  Infantry,  Pdfle  lien  & Cavalry  attacked 
immediately—  fell  back  to  the  Columns  and  wore 
not  fired  upon  total  extirpation — neither  of 
these  Corps  were  embodied  and  they  were  in  gen- 
eral left  to  exercise  their  own  discretion—  yet 
wlien  I saw  the  C in  C ho  appeared  tranquil— no 
attempt  was  made  to  profit  by  our  victory — altho* 
very  icy/  of  the  volunteers  had  been  engaged—  and 
a great  proportion  of  our  Dragoons  'acre  in  vigor- 
ous plight—  instead  of  letting  loose  27CX)  men 
upon  the  disordered  rear  of  the  dismayed  fugitives 
wo  made  a dead  belt  the  moment  the  fire  of  the 
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enemy  ceased  and  they  were  not  pursued  one 
circle  step*  except  by  the  Dragoons  under 
Covington  and  Y.’ebb — the  Command  of  whoa  Ccnl 
\T.  had  assumed- — this  looks  more  like  unto  a 
drawn  battle  than  a victory — if  kies  Campbell 
char god  by  order,  ho  was  sacrificed—  if  of  his 
own  accord  he  threw  sway  his  life — his  loss  is 
to  be  regretted  as  ho  was  a good  officer—  this 
affair  which  does  not  deserve  the  nane  of  a Battle 
began  at  10  CGlk  and  the  troops  halted  at  £ Can- 
utes after  11  O’Clk- — we  remained  on  the  ground 
untill  h.  0*Clk — no  order  was  given  by  the  C in  C 
to  collect  and  bury  the  dead  or  to  recover  the 
axes  and  mens  blanketts,  which  had  been  dropped 
in  the  begining  of  the  fight  — Individuals  sought 
for  their  wounded  friends—  and  Genl  \7.  without  order, 
made  a snail  detachment  for  this  purpose—  those 
when  collected  were  ordered  back  to  deposit  Camp 
under  the  escort  of  a Body  of  volunteers  and  the 
army  noved  forward  at  O'Clk  to  encamp  on  the 


Bank  of  the  Iiic.nl  in  sight  of  and  about  ono 
nilo  distant  fron  the  British  fort — several 
of  tho  wounded  who  were  left  with  the  volunteers, 
were  brought  back  into  Camp  after  dark  t±  about 
C 0:Clk  this  evening  Genl  Todd  brought  in  a 
founded  nan  who  had  been  found  on  the  field  by 
the  militia — the'  C in  C seems  disposed  'to  con- 
fer tho  honor  of  the  day  upon  the  left  Y/ing  or 
rather  l*th  sub  Legion — a snail  number  only  of 
tho  volunteers  got  into  the  action  on  the  loft 
and  behaved  well — a partial  and  impolitic  issue 
of  whiskey  was  made  after  the  affair  was  over, 
of  which  tho  volunteers  wore  excluded  fron  partak- 
ing—■ - the  G in  C this  evening  swore  that  “he  had 
seen  in  front  of  the  Utfa  S Lcgn  at  ono  view,  i;GO 
savages  as  naked  by  the  eternal  GodJ  as  they  cane 
out  of  their  mothers  bombs’5—  a french  man,,  painted 
and  dressed,  as  a savage,  was  found  after  the  affair 


terminated,  concol  near  the  river  bank  arced 
with  a double  barrelled  fusee—  he  is  recognised 
by  Col*  Hamtranck  as  a forcer  resident  of  Cuitt- 
anon—  lx  says  ho  is  a trader — that  ha  arrived  at 
the  British  Fort,  the  evening  before — that  his  boat 
had  been  taken  to  bring  up  provision  free  Cedar 
Island  and  that  ho  had  been  forced  to  go  into  the 
Eat  tie  tho  ’ he  had  not  fired  his  gun — 'Which  fron 
examination  appeared  to  be  true—  ho  informs  that 
the  body  opposed  to  us  consisted  of  900  Indians 
about  1;0  white  con—  that  tho  Indians  were  averse 
to  the  action  but  that  Elliot  & he  Zee  who  were  en- 
gaged in  person  dragged  then  into  it— telling  than, 
they  need  bat  cake  a trial  of  what  they  could  do— 
he  says  the  TJcmsn  L children  had  been  removed  a 
considerable  distance  below  the  fort  and  that  he 
expects  the  Indians  will  draw  off  and  wait  the 
issue  of  an  attack  upon  that  place—  he  adds  that 
messages  had  been  sent  to  all  the  nations  to  assemble— 
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that  the  Chippiways  had  refused  to  core  and 
lie  did  not  know  what  might  be  the  determination, 
of  the  other  nations — lie  further  cays  that  an 
express  had  been  sent  to  lliagara  for  a reinforce- 
ment to  the  garrison — that  the  whole  force  of  th© 
British  Garrison  is  2>Q  and  that  %Q  of  the  so  are 
sick — 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  here  that  this  evening 
after  the  army  halted,  the  C in  C got  into  a 
violent  passion  with  Capt  Ford,  whose  men  warm 
with  fatigue  1 nearly  exhausted  had  pulled  off 
their  Coats—  in  tho  course  of  ills  ravings,  he 
addressed  himself  to  a drummer  who  happened  to  be 
present  and  said—  !,I  have  fought  under  the  ho  test 
and  the  coldest  suns  and  such  a thing  never  was 
permitted  nor  shall  it  now  be  done—  it  is  damned 
cowar  diytJ— 

Without  disparagement  to  any  person  the  In- 
dividual act  of  greatest  gallantry  this  day  ex- 


hibitcd  on  the  right,  v;aa  performed  by 
Lieut.  Shanbergh  A D C to  Brig  Genl  7/ ill  line  on— 
this  officer  being  cent  by  his  Genl  with  an 
order  to  the  light  troops  of  the  right  Hank— 
and  preceiving  as  he  led  on  part  of  the  light  In- 
fantry under  Ensign  Claiborne,  a party  of  savages 
firing  from  a covert  of  Bushes  and  high  grass  on 
the  margin  of  the  Prairie— -ho,  sword  in  hand 
dashed  into  the  thickctt,  gained  the  rear  of  an 
Indian  warrior  and  the  pursuit  actually  forced 
him  upon  the  bayonets  of  Claiborne * s party— 

It  is  also  a tribute  due  to  Hr  B Elliot  the 
contractor  to  declare  that  ho  so  far  participated 
in  the  action,  as  to  lead  two  companies  of  the 
Kentucky  volunteers  who  were  lost  and  flying  bP 
to  the  fire  of  the  enemy— an  office  which  few  men 
in  his  stationw  ould  have  undertaken* 

August  21  ct  1792; — The  C in  C this  morning 
informs  that  the  British  Fort  is  too  strong  to  be 
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stormed  and  that  ho  had  not  provision  to  enablo 
him  to  carry  it  by  regular  approaches—  and  wo 
expected  and  indeed  it  was  intended  to  move  back 
to  our  Deposit  Camp  in  the  afternoon—  a flag 
arrived  about  12  O'Clk  from  the  British  Fort  with 
a letter  from  liajor  Campbell  the  Coranandant  to 
the  C in  C demanding  to  know  the  motives  of  the 
march  of  the  army  under  his  command  or  in  what 
light  he  was  to  consider  it—  this  letter  was 
brought  cut  by  Capt  Spears  of  the  2lith  Rcgt  and 
the  C*  in  C promised  to  send  an  answer—  he  put 
the  letter  into  the  hands  of  Genl  W and  asked  his 
opinion  of  it—  he  told  him  he  considered  it  im- 
pertinent and  that  it  merited  no  answer  the  C in  C 
said  he  had  promised  an  answer  and  to  the  aston- 
ishment of  Genl,  ‘ET  put  pen  ink  fit  paper  into  his 
hand,  saying  “let  U3  see  how  you  would  answer*7 — 
Genl  W.  again  observed  that  he  thought  it  did  not 
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merit  a reply-— but  took  up  tho  pen  end  wrote 
off  in  a rdnuto  or  too  a short  answer  which  ho 
put  into  tho  hands  of  the  C in  C — who  to  his  as- 
tonishment seemed  pleased  with  it  and  I believe 
it  was  sent — Just  as  it  was  about  to  be  sent  Capt 
Do  B called  Gcnl  IT  to  the  C in  C,  who  asked  him 
what  he  thought  of  continuing  on  this  ground  for 
a day  or  two — ho  replyed  "that  this  question 
like  all  others  had  too  sides— if  the  state  of 
his  provision  would  justify  the  measure  he  thought 
it  politic"—  the  C in  C made  light  of  the  objec- 
tion on  the  score  of  provision  and  made  arrangements 
to  bring  down  too  days  rations  from  Deposit  Carp 
immediately—  the  idea  of  Gcnl  ¥#  was  that  a preci- 
pitate retreat  might  give  room  to  tho  British  to 
rains  interpretations  to  our  disadvantage*  either 
on  the  ground  of  provision  or  loss  sustained  in 
the  action—  yet  our  situation  on  the  other  hand  with 
respect  to  provision  is  truly  alarming  as  we  have 


not  at  this  moment  more  than  10  days  allowance— 

Col.  H.  informs  that  the  Officer  who  brought  tho 
flag  expressed  a wish  -to  see  the  C in  C & to  de- 
liver tho  letter  in  person—  he  had  been  stopped 
at  the  picket  of  the  right  and  tho  request  brought 
in  by  Ur  Harrison  ono  of  the  C in  Cfs  A D Cs — tho 
C in  C sent  answer  that  the  letter  night  bo  coir 
livcred  to  his  ADC.—  but  if  the  officer  load  or- 
ders to  deliver  it  to  himself  he  would  go  down  to 
him  for  it  in  person— degrading  condescension!  but 
the  pure  result  of  Ignorance—  Genl  17*  had  asked 
permission  this  morning  to  pass  to  an  Island  opposite 
the  British  Fort*  to  reconnoitre  it—  The  C in  C 
said  Capfc  T Lewis 5 his  extra  ADC  had  reconnoitred 
it  & that  ho  v:as  perfectly  satisfied  about  its 
strength—  Genl  W however  in  the  afternoon  was  per- 
mitted to  ^reconnoitre  it  and  found  it  weaker  than 
he  expected  tho*  a respectable  work—  when  ho  re- 


turned  ho  gave  tills  information  to  the  C in  C 
and  lamented  that  ho  had  not  a stock  of  pro- 
vision & in  the  courses  of  tho  evening  dotor&lnod 
to  take  'die  place  by  sunrise  or  by  atom  or  hy 
both — this  day  some  of  the  militia  report  a "Grounded 
nan  to  bo  still  lying  alive  on  the  field  of  battle- 
no  measures  are  yet  taken  to  buyy  the  dead— to  find 
the  wounded  or  to  recover  the  axes  &c  lost  in  th© 
action—  a Court  of  Inquiry  is  ordered  to  it,  to 
enquire  whether  the  frenchman  taken  yesterday  in 
arms  L in  a savage  dress  does  not  cons  under  the 
denomination  of  a Spy — the  Court  reported—  the 
proceedings  were  sent  back  for  further  deliberation— 
they  reported  again  and  we  hear  no  more  about,  ex- 
cept that  the  C in  C regrets  to  Col  U that  the 
frenchman  has  been  suffered  to  wash  his  face— for 
says  ho  S!if  the  Court  had  seen  him  while  he  was 
painted  they  would  have  had  no  doubt  of  his  being 
a Spy"— a Drumner,  a deserter  from  the  British 
2i;th  Regt  cane  in  to  us  this  morning-  ho  says 


they  heard  the  action — that  the  Indians  ran 
by  the  fort  and  were  below  it — he  believed  there 
intention  was  if  we  surrounded  the  fort  to  attach 
us  in  the  Rear — he  mentions  U nine-pounders  — 6 
Howitzers  & i;  six  pounders  in  the  Fort — he  3ays 
the  Garrison  consists  of  k Companies  of  the  2kth, 

35  each  s£  some  of  the  Queens  Rangers  and  a number 
of  Detroit  militia  who  are  at  work  on  the  fort  if i- 
cation — he  says  the  garrison  have  no  Intercourse 
with  the  savages# 

August  22d  179k — One  deserter  left  us  the 
night  before  last,  and  two  last  night — this 
morning  we  arc  informed  the  C in  G means  to  recon- 
noitre the  fort—  the  Dragoons,  light  Infantry  and 
volunteers  are  ordered  as  a gruad  on  the  occasion— 
Genl  1 3T»  asked  permission  to  accompany  the  C in  C 
and  was  indulged—  the  Caap  was  left  without  any 
particular  orders—  they  reconnoitred  the  British 
post  closely  and  on  every  point—  a sketch  of  it  is 
laid  dorm  in  the  front  of  these  notes—  the  C in  C, 
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in  viewing  who  Trent  of  the  work  die  covered 
that  it  was  very  weak  and  said  ho  could  taka  it 
by  runing  two  lines — he  eagerly  inquired  of  the 
Q.  H.  G1  her/  mny  entrenching  tools  ho  had  brought 
on — ho  answered  300. — the  C in  C appeared  san- 
guine and  determined—  Genl  VT.,  aware  of  the  inpru- 
dencG  of  the  undertaking  in  this  our  situation  with- 
out artillery  provision  or  men  to  spare,  and  with- 
out any,  tko  least  acconnodation  for  a large  Cody 
of  wounded  men,  more  than  ll;Q  miles  removed  from  his 
Arsenal,  d in  a wilderness;  asked  the  C in  C how  he 
would  guard  against  the  effect  of  the  British  Cannon 
in  his  intrenchment s — he  said  nhis  RiftLh  non  would 
kill  every  bugger  of  then  who  shewed  his  f acew— 
the  other  asked  him  ho?/  he  would  guard  against 
their  howits — he  said  he  could  send  then  3 for  one 
and  that  Ms  grenades  were  as  powerful  as  10  inch 
shells—  Genl  W.  asked  where  he  would  males  his  Bomb 
battery—  he  said  in  his  trenches—  T7.  replied  that 


the  cannon  of  the  British  would  tear  then  to 
pieces  and  opposed  the  idea — after  reconnoitring 
the  placo  the  C in  C produced  and  read  a letter 
addressed  to  the  Commandant  in  which  he  required 
him  -bo  abandon  the  Post — and  asked  Gcnl  T7»s 
opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  sending  it — he  said 
the  consequences  would  bo  personal  and  night  expose 
him  to  insult  and  was  therefore  against  the  measure — 
the  old  nan  however  determined  to  send  it — 7T.  had 
before  expressed  a wish  that  he  would  make  his 
visit  as  short  as  possible  as  ho  was  apprehensive 
they  would  be  ordered  off  by  the  commandant—  he 
also  suggested  to  him  the  fatal  consequences  which 
crust  ensue  if  he  should  have  3 or  1>0Q  non  wounded— 
the  C.  in  C,  said  this  reflexion  had  weight  with 
hin—  Genl  W returned  to  Camp,  whither  the  G in  C> 
from  an  appearance  of  rain,  soon  followed  and 
shortly  after  a letter  case  out  from  the  British 
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commandant  observing  upon  the  reconnoitring  party 
& posted  a cannon-—  the  C in  C answered  it  and 
demanded  an  abandonment  of  the  place—  the  Cowman— 

1 dant  replied  that  he  would  not  abandon  his  post, 
unless  by  order  from  his  superior  officer,  or  the 
fortune  of  war  compelled  him—  he  added  that  tho  pro- 
priety of  his  position  would  come  more  properly  be- 
fore the  Ambassadors  of  the  two  nations—  this  day 
a party  was  scat  out  to  bury  the  dead—  they  found 
Scrgt  Edmonson  of  the  4th  G L who  had  just  expired 
of  his  wounds— one  man  of  the  1st  S L was  found 
alive  and  brought  to  Canp  but  expired  a few  minutes 
after — 01  Humanity,  where  are  thou— the  wounded 
are  this  morning  removed  under  a small  guard  to 
Deposit  Canp—  the  C in  C walked  this  evening  to 
the  guard  which  had  charge  of  the  frenchman— 

"where  is  this  fellow”  says  he  as  he  approached— 
"there  Sir”  replied  one  of  the  guard—  "you  damned 


infernal  villain”  said  the  old  ran,  sword  in 
hand  "I  *11  cut  off  your  head"—  how  truly  cag-

August  23d—  this  corning  an  order  of  thanks  issue 
to  tin  amy  in  which  neither  the  volunteer  or  any 
other  Corps  are  particularised  and  a funeral  cere- 
ucnoy  is  ordered  to  be  performed  at  nocn — the 
dead  inarch  is  to  neat  and  3 tines  3 shells  to  be  dise> 
charged  free  the  Granado  nortars — after  which  we  are 
to  consmence  our  retreat  in  inverted  order—  all  this 
was  performed  in  full  view  of  the  British  garrison 
without  any  other  accident  than  the  burning  3 artil- 
lerists badly—  and  constituted  a pageant  so  truly 
ridiculous  as  to  excite  the  derision  of  every  person 
of  observation  or  candor — what  cast  the  British 
think  of  it  and  of  our  retreat  immediately  after— 
we  retired  to  the  field  of  Battle,  forced  the  any 
in  line  to  sweep  the  ground  for  axes  Blankets  Ec — 
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tho  G in  C r.iarchcd  on  tho  left  and  undertook  to

hours  before  v/e  could  hear  of  him — 

the  right  wing  under  Goal  W in  tho  meantime 
was  kept  in  good  order — tho  C in  C finding  him- 
self bewildered,  strived  for  the  river  and  struck 
it  in  rear  of  tho  right  wing—  a happy  attack  of 
7 or  800  savages  at  this  time  would  have  dons  our 
business  in  all  probability—  while  the  C in  C 
and  left  wing  were  wandering,  a firing  ccsnenced  at 
Deposit  • Camp  which  was  taken  by  some  for  an  attack 
and  was  announced  as  such  to  Genl  Wilkinson,  by 
Capt  ?*  Lewis  A D C. — ho  replied,  if  it  was  ioho 
would,  support  it  and  pushed  forward,  at  the  sane 
requesting  Genl  Barbee  who  was  on  his  right  with 
the  volunteers  to  dash  on  and  he  would  support  him— 
we  halted  at  the  verge  of  the  camp  for  tho  C in  C 
to  cone  up  with  us  and  moved  in  his  rear—  the  fir-

W*  that  it  was  the  C in  C’3  direction,  they 
should  not  be  dismissed  before  they  rave  three  Choors— 
which  was  accordingly  done,  by  signal  fron  our  Chief 
himself — the  C in  C.  before  wo  reached  Grip  observed 
to  Gcnl  Th,  in  my  hearing,  "that  he  had  in  just  pas- 
sing thro  the  ground  of  action  discovered  10  dead 
Indians  one  of  when”  (ho  swore  by  tho  eternal  God2$° 
was  one  of  the  finest  figures  and  root  superlative 
looking  fellows  he  had  ever  behalf  and  that  he  had 
left  a paper  record  on  his  breast1’—  he  said  tho 
enemy  must  have  suffered  much  and  that  a great  body 
had  been  opposed  to  bin-  lie  asserted  this  evening, 

(I  an  told)  publicity,  ’’that  2000  Indians  and  the  w 
whole  Detroit  militia  had  been  opposed  to  us  and 
that  the  Enemy  had  left  1*00  dead  on  the  field”— 
what  an  idle  gasconade-  he  this  evening,  called. 


for  the  first  tiers,,  to  visit  Lieut  C Smith  v;ho 
was  supposed  to  have  been  mortally  wounded  in 
the  fight,  and  apoligised  for  his  barbarous  and 
ungcntlenanly  neglect,  by  saying  that  tthis  f ceil- 
ings would  not  permit  him  to  seo  him  while  his 
life  was  despaired  of” — alas  what  hypocrisy,  and 
how  bare  faced! — for  when  Ur.  Srdth  was  supposed 
to  be  at  his  worst,  he  spoke  slightly  of  him  to 
Genl  ¥•  and  brutally  observed  that  11  he  had  got 
his  wound  out  of  the  line  of  his  duty15-—  and 
tliis  too  when  he  was  under  the  impression,  that 
the  wound  had  boen  received  in  a charge  on  the 
enemy  with  Covington—  had  tills  even  been  the  case 
the  observation  was  most  uncharitable,—  but  the 
iac  t is  that  Mr*  Smith  was  looking  for  him,  who 
was  poking  about  by  himself  in  the  woods  during 
the  height  of  the  action,  and  not  being  able  to 
find  him,  was  returning  to  Genl  U.  by  whom  be  had 
been  sent  with  a message  for  orders ; when  be  re- 
ceived a ball  in  Ms  right  breast  which,  t ravers- 


ins  in  an  obliquo  direction  rzc.dc  its  exit  under 
his  left  shoulder — The  purport  of  the  message  was 
nthat  Gcnl.  17*  had  received  no  orders*  that  he 
wa3  about  to  halt  & he  "wished  to  know*  from  the 
C.  in  C*  what  disposition  he  was  to  talas,  or  what 
service  perform0 

Aug  2lith  17 9h — Llarched  this  morning  at  8 
OClock  A*  llm  the  contractors  being  obliged  to 
furnish  transport  for  the  ammunition  and  military 
stores — we  march  by  the  roar  as  yesterday — the 
Dragoons  and  Light  Infantry  being  embodied,  im- 
properly in  ny  opinion,  bring  up  the  rear,  covered 
by  150  volunteers  under  Major  Price—  the  C in  C. 
narclies  or  says  he  will  march  at  the  head  of  this 
Corps  and  that  the  movement  of  the  any  will  bo 
regulated  by  signals  from  him—  this  is  a new  plan 
and  must  involve  great  disorder—  Price  forms  the 
rear  guard,  the  light  Infantry,  next  in  his  front, 
following  the  Dragoons—  Capt  C.  who  commands  the 


^ast  Corpo  informs  that  "the  C in  c colled  to 
him  in  much  wrath  and  observed  "that  the  Dragoons 
were  nadn—  C*  said  "they  obeyed  his  orders"— 
the  C in  C replied  "that  they  were  entirely  out 
of  place" — C*  rejoined,  "that  they  were  where 
the  Adjt  Genl  had  ordered  them  to  march"—  the 
C*  in  C.  said  "you  shall  take  no  orders  free  the 
adjt  genl,  you  are  to  take  orders  from  me  only"— 
"Ffell,  Sir,  says  C.  where  am  I to  march"—  "you 
are  to  dress  by  the  Light  Infantry"—  "Why  Sir 
they  are  in  my  rear  and  I cannot  see  them  without 
looking  behind  mo"  "No  matter,  replied  our  Caesar, 
you  are  to  dress  by  them  & are  to  take  no  orders 
from  any  person  but  myself" — 

the  order  of  march  was  tills  day  loose  and 
negligent—  we  had  r ain  in  the  afternoon—  several 
deserters  left  us  and  a party  of  savages  in  the 
vicinity  of  cur  camp  made  a prisoner—  we  took  up

the  same  "round  which  wo  had  occupied  as  wo  had 
advanced — I found  several  wounded  men  of  the  3d 
S L.  at  the  Camp  we  left  this  nomine  who  had 
not  been  dressed  since  the  day  of  action—  the 
C in  C promised  to  adhora  to  the  centre  and  to 
give  the  signals,  but  this  did  not  last  long,  he 
soon  abandoned  his  post  in  quest  of  Indian  cabbins,

march  the  same  as  yesterday  and  of  consequence  our 
line  is  exceedingly  disordered—  sometimes  the 
centre,  sometimes  the  right  and  sometimes  the  left 
in  front—  we  halted  at  our  second  encampment  at 
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10  CClk.,  the  sky  lowering,  viith  thunder  and.  an 
impending  storm,  yet  vvg  advanced  at  2 Ock  lor  the 
next  encampment  as  I was  informed — tho  clouds 
thickened,  the  rain  poured,  the  roads  became  al- 
most impassable,  and  near  night  vra  had  gained 
U mile 3,  that  is:  the  waggons  and  columns — the 
wounded,  the  packhorses  & who  were  posted  in  front 
had  generally  gone  forward  3 or  h miles  further — 
the  camp  was  ordered  at  the  first  point,  the  wounded 
<ic  were  obliged  to  retrograde  much  disorder  ensued, 
and  they  did  not  get  into  carp  untill  after  dark 
nor  the  troops  to  their  position  before  G 0f Clock — 
long  after  dark  signals  were  given  and  boms  blow- 
ing for  information—  the  rear  Corps  had  gained  the 
front  and  tho  front  the  roar— in  short  every  thing 
was  confusion  and  if  $ 00  Indians  had  attacked  us  in 
this  situation,  the  consequences  in  my  opinion  would

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hour  did  not  knew  his  station-—  still  fortune, 
tho  blind  goddess  favours  us — heaven  grant  a con- 
tiiTJLar.ee — for  in  her  smiles  consists  our  main  de- 
pendence— for  as  to  order,  regularity,  system  plan, 
or  principle  re  have  none — this  day  infertunate 
grounded  men  with  broken  limbs  v;cre  put  into  a wag- 
gon jolted,  jostled,  and  overset—  these  poor 
rr etches  have  great  cause  to  lament  tho  day  cn 
which  they  engaged  to  serve  tlieir  country—  This 
morning  ha j or  Price  of  the  volunteers  ambuscaded 
our  last  night 1 s encampment  aid  killed  one  Indian 
and  wounded  two  of  a party  of  eight  who  had  approached 
to  reconnoitre  it — uenl  ¥ heard  the  firing,  rode 
to  the  C in  C and  mentioned  it—  ho  said  it  was  the 
darned  militia  discharging  their  guns— 

August  26 til  17 9k  It  rained  violently  last  night 
and  untill  idle  morning,  by  the  severity  of  yester- 
days march,  our  poor  rounded  were  neglected,  unneces- 
sarily harrassed  and  put  to  great  torture—  Lieut

it  is  said  tho  abused  parties  are  held  in  great 
hatred  by  the  C in  C and  hence  the  indecency 
practiced  by  his  creatures— 

Aug  27th  179b — resumed  our  march  about  7 
O’ClIc  this  morning  in  the  usual  order— at©  missed 
the  Rifle  Lien  of  the  right  flank—  the  C in  C 
seemed  this  day  to  regard  Genl  7/  as  a cypher  & 
sent  by  his  A?s  D.  C*  and  by  the  field  officers 
of  tho  day  several  orders  to  Capt  Peters  who  led 
the  column  and  -which  were  not  communicated  to  that 
Genl  but  by  Capt  Peters—  wo  gained  the  point  op- 
posite Fort  Defiance  at  8 GClk  and  as  the  C in  C ap- 
proached the  lliamis  River,  Capt  D B his  ADC  rode 
forward  and  desired  Majr  Hunt  to  salute  him,  which 
was  done  from  the  little  Howitzer—  the  right  wing 
were  ordered  to  halt  for  an  hour—  this  order  was 


delivered  to  Gapt  Peters  b y the  Officer  of  t'ne 
day — and.  was  not  connunicatcd.  to  Genl  \V — v;c 
continue  on  err  ground  untill  3 O’CII:  and  were 
than  led  about  3/h  of  a mile  up  the  Miami  River 
to  cur  encampment  where  the  troops  changed  front  and 
took  the  position  in  which  they  had  advanced — the 
ground  high  & dry,  but  cut  with  ravines  on  the  right 
and  in  front  and  rear — this  evening  Gapt  Springer 
coracand’t  cf  the  right  rifle  corps  called  on  Genl 
V!  to  know  where  he  should  encamp—  he  onquifed  of 
him  where  lie  had  marched  during  the  day—  he  said 
on  the  south  side  of  the  river—  the  Genl  asked 
by  whose  order— and  ho  said  by  those  of  Capt  D,  B* 
the  Genl  then  observed  that  a3  this  arrangement  had 
been  undo  without  his  knowledge,  he  could  give  bin 
no  orders,  as  he  did  not  consider  him  under  his  com- 
mand and  refered  him  to  the  C in  Cj  who  directed 
him  to  occupy  a point  on  the  East  side  of  the  Glaize 
River  3/1;  of  a mile  above  its  confluence  with  the 
Miami  & near  1 1/2  mile  3 from  our  encampment—  Genl

T7.  has  thus  in  one  day  been  deprived  of  the 
Corssand  of  part  of  the  troops  annexed  to  his 
wing  in  Gcnl  orders*  without  any  motive  assigned— 
and  has  boon  insulted  in  his  feelings  and  wounded 
in  his  dignity,  by  being  obliged  repeatedly  on 
the  march  bo  receive  the  orders  of  the  C in  C thro 
his  inferior  officer,  who  sends  then  to  hin  fron 
motives  of  courtesy  L by  having  his  Column  subjec- 
ted to  the  order  of  the  officer  of  the  day—  ho 
would  r a.. castrate  on  the  occasion,  but  is  sensible 
that  the  only  consequence  would  be  insult  h impu- 
tations of  sedition  & an  incendiary  disposition—

were  2>j  strong  and  that  he  did  not  know  the  num- 
bers of  ‘the  Canadians  as  they  were  always  going  fit 
coning  fit  that  the  Queens  Hangers  of  a subaltern 
and  20  men— 

Uonsieur  Lascolles  has  likewise  been  under 
examination—  he  says,  that  the  Shawano se  held  out

sue  for  peace—  they  are  silent  and  invisible;  yet 
light  parties,  hover  around  us—  heaven  only  knows 
what  nay  be  the  result—  if  we  do  right  it  must  be 
by  accident—  and  should  the  British  persist  in 
urging  a continuance  of  tlie  war,  the  event  may  be 
calamitous—  Capt  Scough  L Van  Ecnssal&or,  wounded 
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& Lieut  Young,  his  bond  worn  down  with  liquor 
u debauch,  are  furloughed- — that  the  C in  C should 
furlough  this  last  character  is  to  all  vho  know  bin 
extraordinary,  and  it  is  certainly  injurious  to 
the  service  and  a v/rong  done  to  the  meritorious 
officer—-  the  Q.  !i.  G.  and  hr*  E*  left  us  this  nam- 
ing. Em  says  he  lias  received  orders  the  execution 
of  which  would  engross  the  Contract  of  next  year— 
wrote  to  ir/  friends  in  Philada  by  express  giving  a 
detail  of  operations  and  authorise  the  publication 
if  necessary  or  political- — A party  of  Indians  this 
day  fired  upon,  on  Au  Glaizo  about  3 miles  above 
Springer — no  Garbage  done — they  aro  reconnoitring—

foa\us  Col  H and  nyself  that  tho  Indians  who 
attacked  for  Recovery  were  sent  out  by  lichee  to 
cut  off  Conveys  bo  tween  Fort  Washington  and 
Greene  Ville,  but  tlio  Chlppeways  who  had  the  con— 
nand  iron  courtesy  insisted  on  attacking  the  fort— 
this  was  providential  dor  us  for  if  they  had  pro- 
secuted the  first  Object,  they  would  have  cut  up 
our  grand  convoy,  taken  the  transport  of  the  Amy 
and  hOO  Bullocks—  he  says  the  AuJ  Glaize  will 
soon  Be  navigable  to  the  Old  Tawa  town  whore  Bird 
landed,  but  that  the  portage  is  12  Leagues—  lie

Col  II  by  turning  his  back  on  him  when  he  saluted  him— 
such  caprices  arc  unfortunate  for  himsoif  and  the 
service—  Capt  Kingsbury  yesterday  lost  throe  men 
deserted  or  captured—  and  Capt  Armstrong  cue—  a 
fatigue  party  of  3^0  men  is  to  day  ordered  for  to- 
morrow to  work  on  the  fort,  to  add  to  its  strength— 
this  Detachment  will  leave  the  Camp  with  less  than 


300  non—  we  do  not  hoar  of  any  scout  or  reconnoi- 


tring party  cent  to  cur  rear — the  position  of  the 
army  is  eauioxed,  the  disposition  bespeaks  perfect 
security' — the  distribution  however  is  not  the  less 
faulty- — I Taj  or  Price  who  reconnoitred  to  the  East- 
ward  and  rear  yesterday,  informs  that  he  crossed 
several  trails  of  light  parties  of  the  enemy  raking 
up  the  Au  Glaise,  but  the  course  and  distance  cf 
his  route  being  fixed  ho  could  not  pursue  then— 
Sept.  1st  179?;—  the  C in  C preaches  vigil- 
ance and  caution  but  practices  none — dined  wiuh 
hin  today — the  conversation  as  usual  turned  on  the 
Tattle  which  scene  an  inexhaustible  subject — the 
C in  C attempted  to  impute  the  ncrits  of  the  action 
to  the  left  rings  this  Coni  17  contradicted  and  ob-

and  on  the  South  side — the  volunteers  have 


noved  from  Au  Glaize  and  are  now  on  the  South 
side  of  the  Miami  about  3 A of  a mile  above  our 
Camp— -Kibbys  Corps  of  about  60  non  are  posted 
in  the  point  made  by  the  Miami  1 Bean  Creek,  a 
stream  8 or  10  poles  wide  which  empties  into  the

ing die  orders — the  court  of  eriquiry  have  this 
dey  reported  a state  of  facts — they  are  or- 
dered to  sit  again  and  give  an  opinion — great 
work  this  about  an  old  horse — half  the  res- 
pects has  not  been,  paid  to  the  feelings  or  the 
honor  of  a field  & indeed  a general  officer— 
Providence  certainly  lias  taken  the  G in  C

Gonl  YT  the  honor  of  a visit— 
the  first  since  v;o  encamped  here — tho  v;  Gather 
has  cleared  off  and  the  day  is  fine,  but  cool, 
with  a strong  aspect  of  autumn — in  the  evening 
Genl  u received  a letter  from  Zlajor  Price  who 
had  joined  Genl  Todd  at  the  St  I'arys—  ho  re- 
ports their  joint  force  less  than  $00  and  that

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will  have  a good  effect  if  accomplished;  but 
it  -Rill  depend  upon  the  disposition  of  the  men 
and  tlie  condition  of  their  horses — tho  supply 
is  so  far  short  of  the  C in  C calculation,  that

to  land  transport  in  the  Pinter  and  170  cr  oQ  miles 
distant  from  the  source  of  supplies—  the  C in 
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C*s  mind  is  much  engaged  on  his  new  fortifi- 
cation or  rather  dofianco  improved — ’which  lie 
says  Td.ll  defy  all  the  artillery  of  Canada-— 
eppposo  Tour  Blockhouses  each  22  foot  square, 
connected  by  curtains  of  Pickets  sixty  five  lone— - 
the  pickets  12  feet  above  ground  a Ravelin  pro- 
jected iron  ono  of  the  Curtains  90  feet-—  this 
“was  the  original  structure,  but  in  ordor  to  pass 
away  tiiB  since  our  return  from  the  foot  of  the

Camp  in  sight  of  a British  garrison,  on  the  Miami s 'of  the  Lake, 

August  20th,  179h  - one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from  Greenville.  This 

day  the  legion,  after  depositing  every  kind  of  baggage,  took  up  the 

line  of  march  at  7 o’clock,  and  continued  their  route  down  the  margin 

of  the  river,  without  making  any  discovery,  until  11  o’clock,  when  the 

front  guard,  which  was  composed  of  mounted  volunteers,  were  fired  on  by 

the  enemy.  The  guard  retreated  in  the  utmost  confusion  through  the  front  guard  v 

of  the  regulars,  commanded  by  Captain  Cook  and  Lieutenant  Steele,  who, 

in  spite  of  their  utmost  exertion,  made  a retreat.  These  fell  in 

with  the  left  of  Captain  Howell  Lewis’  company  of  light  infantry  and

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threw  that  part  of  the  men  into  confusion,  which  Captain  Lewis 
observing,  he  ordered  the  left  of  his  company  to  retreat  about 
forty  yards,  where  he  formed  them  and  joined  the  right,  which  had 
stood  their  ground.  They  continued  in  this  position  until  they 
were  joined  by  part  of  Captain  Springer's  battalion  of  riflemen, 
which  was  nearly  fifteen  minutes  after  the  firing  commenced,  who 
drove  the  enemy  that  had  attempted  to  flank  us  on  the  right. 

Nearly  at  the  same  time,  the  right  column  came  up,  and  the  charge 
was  sounded  - the  enemy  gave  way  and  fired  scattering  shots  as  they 
run  off. 

About  the  time  the  right  column ' came  up,  a heavy  firing  took 
place  on  the  left,  which  lasted  but’  a short  time,  the  enemy  giving 
way  in  all  quarters,  which  left  us  in  possession  of  their  dead  to 
the  number  of  forty.  Our  loss  was  thirty  killed  and  one  hundred

wounded.  Among  the  former  we  have  to  lament  the  loss  of  Captain  iliss 

Canrobell  of  the  dra  goons,  and  Lieutenant  Henry  B.  Fowls s of  the  4th

The  whole  loss  of  the  enemy 

cannot  at  present  be  ascertained,  but  it  is  more  than  probable  it  must

have  been  considerable,  for  we  pursued  them  with  rapidity  for  nearly 
two  miles.  As  to  the  number  of  the  enemy  engaged  in  this  action, 
opinions  are  so  various  that  I am  at  a loss  to  know- what  to  say; 
the  most  general  opinion  is  one  thousand  five  hundred,  one-third  of 
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which  are  supposed  to  be  Canadians;  I air.  led  to  believe  this  number 
is  not  over-  the  mar1,;.  / After  the  troops  had  taken  some  refreshment, 
the  legion  continued  their  route  down  the  river,  and  encamped  in  sight 
of  the  British  garrison#  One  Canadian  fell  into  our  hands,  who  we 
loaded  with  irons# 

21  Aug  1794 

Camp  Foot  of  the  Rapids,  21st  August,  179U*  - We  are  now  lying 
within  half  a mile  of  a British  garrison,  ^ flag  came  to  the 
commander-in-chief , the  purport  of  whiegr  was  that  he j the  commanding 
officer  of  the  British  fort,  was  surprised  to  see  an  American  army 
so  far  advanced  in  this  country;  and  why  they  had  the  assurance  to 
encamp  under  the  mouths  of  His  Majesty's  cannons!  The  commander- 
in-chief  answered,  that  the  affair  of  yesterday  might  well  inform  him 
why  this  array  was  encamped  in  its  present  position,  and  had  the  flying 
savages  taken  shelter  under  the  walls  of  the  fort,  his  Majesty's 
cannons  should  not  have  protected  them,

Carap  Foot  of  the  Rapids,  22d  August,  179U®  - We  have  destroyed 
all  the  property  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  garrison.  The 
volunteers  were  sent  down  eight  miles  below  the  font,  and  have  destroyed 
and  burnt  all  the  possessions  belonging  to  the  Canadians  and  savages. 

The  commander-in-chief  led  his  light  infantry  within  pistoji  shot 
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of  the  garrison  to  find  out  the  strength  and  situation  of  the  place, 
and  in  hopes  of  bringing  a shot  from  our  inveterate  but  silent  enemies « 
They  were  too  cowardly  to  come  up  to  our  expectations,  and  all 'we 
got  by  insulting  the  colors  of  Britain  was  a flag,  the  amount  of

Gamp  Deposit,  23d  August,  TJ9h»  ~ Having  burned  and  destroyed 
everything  contiguous  to  the  fort  without  any  opposition,  the  legion 
took  up  the  line  of  march,  and  in  the  evening  encamped  on  this  ground, 
being  the  same  they  marched  from  the  20th.  It  may  be  proper  to  remark 
that  we  have  heard  nothing  from  the  savages,  or  their  allies  the 

Canadians,  since  the  action.  The  honors  of  war  have  been  paid  to

the  remains  of  those  brave  follows  who  fell  on  the  20th,  by  a discharge 
of  three  rounds  from  sixteen  pieces  of  ordnance,  charged  with  shells.

Camp  Fifteen  Mile  Tree,  25th  August,  179U*~  The  legion  continued 
their  march,  and  encamped  on  this  ground  at  3 o’clock  P.M.  This 
morning  a few  of  the  volunteers  remained  in  the  rear  of  the  army, 
and  soon  after  the  legion  took  up  their  line  of  inarch  they  saw  eight 
Indians  coining  into  our  camp 3 they  fell  in  with  them,  killed  one

Camp  Nine  Mile  Tree,  26th  August,  l?9i|®  - The  legion  continued 
their  march,  and  after  burning  and  destroying  all  the  houses  and  corn 
on  their  route,  arrived  on  this  ground  at  2 o’clock,  being  one  of  our 
encamping  places  when  on  our  advance.  All  the  wounded  that  were  carried 
on  litters  aduX horseback  were  sent  forward  to  Fort  Defiance*  Dr. 
Carmichael,  through  neglect,  had  the  wounded  men  .of  the  artillery  and 
cavalry  thrown  into  wagons,  among  spades,  axes,  picks,  etc*,  in

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consequence  of  "which  the  ■wounded  are  now  lying  in  extreme  pain,  beside 
the  frecuent  shocks  of  a to  gon  on  the  worst  of  roads*  The  wounded 
of  the  third  sub-legion  are  under  obligations  to  Dr.  Haywood  for  his 
attention  and  humanity  to  them  in  their  distress. 


27  Aug  1791; 

Camp  Fort  Defiance,  27th  August,  179k*  - The  legion  continued 
their  route,  and  at  3 o* clock  were  encamped  on  the  Miami,  one  mils 
above  the  garrison.  On  /this  day  • s march  we  destroyed  all  the  com 
and  burnt  all  the  houses  on  our  route;  the  wounded  are  happily  fixed 
in  the  garrison,  and  the  doctors  say  there  is  no  great  danger  of  any 
of  them  dyeing.

CAPTAIN  JOHN  COOK’S  JCUTtKAL 


From  the  American  Historical  Record^  vol.  II,  pp.  311-316,  339-3U"t. 
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The  following  journal  with  a brief  introduction  is  in  itself  a complete 
history  of  Gen.  Wayne's  campaign  in  the  years  179b  and  1799*  The  only  other 
minute  account  of  this  expedition,  is  that  of  John  McDonald,  of  Ohio,  written 
for  the  "Western  Christian  Advocate"  in  1837  or  1838,  and  republished  in  "Inci- 
dents of  Border  Life."  They  supplement  each  other,  McDonald's  giving  names 
and  adding  incidents  not  mentioned  by  Cooke,  while  Cooke's  daily  entires  correct 
McDonald's  dates. 

After  the  peace  of  1783  several  stipulations  on  the  side  both  of  Congress 
and  Great  Britain  were  not  complied  with.  Congress  had  agreed  that  no  diffi- 
culties should  be  thrown  in  the  way  of  the  collection  of  debts  due  British  mer- 
chants prior  to  the  declaraion  of  war;  and  Great  Britain  had  agreed  to  surren- 
der up  all  the  North-western  posts  within  the  territories  of  the  United  States. 
Congress  endeavoured  by  resolutions  to  get  the  Legislatures  of  the  different 
States  to  pay  these  debts,  but  they  did  not  think  proper  to  comply.  The  British 
in  turn  determined  to  hold  the  posts  until  the  acts  of  the  Legislatures  prevent- 
ing the  legal  collection  of  these  debts  were  repealed.  Meanwhile  the  Indians 

* 

were  supplied  with  arms,  &c,  from  these  posts  and  made  great  havoc  on  our  fron- 
tiers. This  soon  became  too  serious  a matter  for  our  Government  to  neglect, 
and  accordingly  Genl.  Hsrmer's  expedition  was  fitted  out  in  the  fall  of  1790. 

He  hud  three  hundred  regular  troops  and  more  than  one  thousand  militia*  They 
rendezvoused  at  Fort  Washington,  ncr;:  Cincinnati,  on  the  20th  of  September,  He 
was  so  badly  beaten  in  an  engagement  with  the  Indians  that  lie  was  compelled  to 
withdraw  from  the  Miami  country. 

St.  Clair  succeeded  him  in  October,  1791*  with  a force  composed  of  three 


complete  regiments  of  infantry,  two  compands  s of  artillery  and  one  of  caval:

Upwards  of  600  militia  joined  him  at  Fort  Washington,  He  v.'as  fearfully  de- 
feated on  the  i;th  of  Nov.  on  the  banks  of  a small  stream  that  rams  into  the  Wabash 
in  what  is  now  Mercer  county  Ohio.  Sixty-eight  officers  killed  on  the  spot, 
seventy-eight,  wounded,  five  hundred  and  fifty  privates  left  dead  on  the  ground. 
Capt.  Slough  who  commanded  Gen.  St.  Clair’s  advance  is  frequently  alluded  to  in 
the  journal  following. 

A terrible  uproar  arose  upon  the  defeat  of  St.  Clair  and  even  Washington  did 
not  escape  censure  for  appointing  so  old  a nan  to  that  command.  Nevertheless  the 
new  command  was  eagerly  sought  for  by  many  of  the  old  officers  of  the  Revolution 
among  whom  were  Gen.  Wayne  and  General  Henry  Lee  of  the  Partisan  Legion.  Wayne’s 
claims  prevailed  and  he  lost  no  time  in  repairing  to  his  post  and  arrived  at  Fort 
Washington  in  the  Spring  of  1793.  He  had  besides  regular  troops  and  cavalry,  a 
strong  corpos  called  the  Sub-Legionary,  raised  upon  the  Continental  establishment. 
He  took  the  whole  season  to  gather  his  troops  together  and  to  drill  them  for  the 
Cat-like  movements  detailed  in  this  journal.  He  remained  during  the  winter  in  a 
fort  which  he  had  built  on  a western  fork  of  the  Miami  to  which  he  gave  the  name 
of  Greenville,  and  erected  a fort  upon  the  ground  of  St.  Clair !s  defeat  which  he 
called  Fort  Recovery.  Cn  June  9th,  the  Indians  made  a bold  effort  to  carry  the 
latter  fort  but  Wayne  was  not  to  be  surprised.  In  the  Spring  Todd  and  Barker’s 
Kentucky  brigades  commanded  by  Maj.  General  Scott  joined  him.  His  reinforcement 
amounted  to  fifteen  hundred  men  while  his  regular  force  amounted  to  two  thousand 
men.  The  Indian  force  did  not  exceed  two  thousand  and  were  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  British  Fort  called  then  Fort  Campbell  at  the  Rapids  of  Maumee. 

The  journal  commences  with  Gen.  Wayne  1 s forward  movement. 

Greenville,  July  26,  1791;,  Saturday,  General  order  this  day  directed  the 
field  officer  of  tomorrow  to  march  at  Reveille  to  repair  to  the  road  to  Recovery. 
In  compliance  therewith  Major  John  Haskill  marched  with  the  guards.  Sunday  27, 


General  oruer  oi‘  the  day  directs  the  Revielle  to  beat  to  morrow  one  hour  be- 


fore day,  the  General  at  day-break,  and  the  Assembly  half  an  hour  after  the 
General,  which  was  to  be  observed  during  the  march. 

28,  Monday.  The  army  took  up  the  line  of  march  at  7 o'clock,  and  after 
several  short  halts  arrived  at  Stillwater  12  miles  advanced  of  Greenville  at  2, 

P.  M.  where  it  encamped.  This  night  I was  on  guard  TIo.  1. 

29 y Army  marched  at  5>,  A.  M.  made  one  halt  and  arrived  at  Fort  Recovery 
13  miles,  about  2,  P.  M.  and  encamped  on  the  north  side  of  the  creek  where  the 
Indians  encamped  when  they  attacked  Fort  Recovery. 

30,  June,  a discharbe  of  cannon  fired  on  the  arrival  of  the  army.  I had  command 
of  the  front  guard  being  senior  officer  on  guard.  Here  Major  Ilaskill  with  guards 
joined  the  main  army. 

30,  Army  marched,  at  p,  A.  M.  two  axw  men  detailed  from  each  Battalion  com- 
pany who  composed  the  pioneers  and  were  put  under  the  direction  of  Quarter  Mas- 
Swain  detailed  to  command  this  day.  The  army  arrived  at  Beaver  creek  at  3 o'clock 
P.  M.  il-g  miles  advanced  of  Fort  Recovery,  where  it  was  obliged  to  halt  ana  en- 


camp on  account  of  the  creek.  It  was  so  swampy  that  pack-horses  and  wagons  coulc 
not  pass.  The  general  course  of  the  road  this  day  N.  18°  E® 

31st,  A bridge  begun  and  completed  1GG  yards  long  and  id  feet  'wide.  A party 


ward  to  lay  out  the  road  from  Beaver  creek  to  St.  Mary's,  and  there  to  await  the 
arrival  of  tbs  army  Surveyors,  Newman  and  Cowper,  Newman  deserted  from  the  party 
and  v,rent  to  the  Indians. 

August  1,  Friday,  Army  marched  at  3 o'clock,  9 miles  where  we  overtook  the 


army  crossed  the  St.  Marys,  encamped  and  threw  up  breast-works,  when  the  General 


of  pioneers  commanded  by  Lt.  Strother  under  direction  of  Lt.  Q.  M.  Vance  sent  for- 


pioneers; halted  at  an  excellent  spring  until  12y,  then  marched  through  a very 
handsome  and  extensive  prairie,  in  which  we  crossed  Gen.  Harxnar's  track  leading 
to  Miami  villages.  This  track  was  about  \ mile  from  the  river  St,  Marys . The 
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beat  and  the  army  recrossed  the' St.  Marys  and  encamped  in  two  lines,  in  front 
on  the  bank  of  the  south  side  of  the  river.  Marched  this  day  12  miles,  course 

of  the  road  from  Beaver  creek  to  St.  Marys  N.  23°  E« 

2d,  Army  lay  in  camp.  Began  to  erect  a Fort  on  the  south  side  of  the  St. 

Marys  immediately  on  the  bank  of  the  river.  This  afternoon  General  Barber  with 

800  mounted  volunteers  overtook  us.  Wills  says  he  has  seen  the  waters  on  he  St. 
Marys  so  bight  that  they  were  more  than  knee  deep  where  the  Fort  stands. 

3d,  Army  in  camp  awaiting  the  completion  of  the  Fort.  This  evening  a num- 
ber of  the  officers  alleged  that  they  heard  cannon  fire  in  the  direction  of  Roche 
de  Poute  which  firing  continued  half  an  hour  minutely.  On  the  north  side  of  the 
river  discovered  an  encampment  where  a number  of  Indians  had  encamped  after  the 
attack  on  Fort  Recovery  on  the  30th  of  June,  in  which  found  a bag  with  a quantity 
of  paint  and  such  trifles. 

4th,  Fort  not  quite  finished  notwithstanding  the  army  marched  at  3 o’clock, 
leaving  Lt.  James  Underhill  in  command  with  U0  invalids.  Ensign  Rice  of  the  Ken- 
tucky volunteers  left  here  sick  and  died  the  night  after.  Array  marched  12  miles 
halted  and  encamped  on  a small  muddy  run  which  empties  into  the  Glaize.  This  day 
wauer  scarce  general  course  N.  18°  E„ 

3,  Marched  at  3,  A.  M.  down  the  run  12  miles  and  encamped  on  the  same.  This

evening  at  p,  I went  on  guard  at  Mo.  2 and  built  a picket,  course  N.  lo  E. 

6,  Marched  at  3«  My  guard  being  joined  by  Ensign  Swain ! s composed  the  rear’ 
guard  consisting  of  68  men  under  my  command*  Spies  brought  information  that  uppe 
Delaware  Creek  was  close  by,  army  marched  9 miles  to  said  creek  and  3 miles  down 
it;  then  halted  and  encamped  in  a very  handsome  situation.  300  Kentcuky  volun- 
teers and  two  companies  of  spies  advanced  from  the  encampment  about  five  miles

and  came  to  what  is  called  the  upper  Deleware  town  on  the  banks  of  the  Grand 
Glaise  which  they  say  was  evacuated  last  Spring;  they  also  say  that  they  dis- 
covered some  Indians  on  horseback,  whom  they  suppose  were  there  as  spies  but  who 


fled  upon  their  advance.  They  also  discovered  that  18  Indians  had  passed  it, 
whom  they  suppose  the  party  which  fired  on  Fort  Recovery,  since  the  army  left 
there. 

7th,  Marched  at  9,  continued  down  the  creek  p miles  to  the  mouth,  then  pro- 
ceeded down  the  Grand  Glaise  one  mile  and  a half  and  came  to  the  upper  Deleware 
town*  Halted  one  hour  then  proceeded  ay  miles  crossed  the  lower  Deleware  creek 
and  encamped  on  the  bank  of  the  Grand  Glaise  and  a small  creek  on  the  II*  E.  side. 

A party  of  militia  out  grazing  fired  upon  the  wounded  an  Indian  but  night  coming 
on  prevented  their  catching  him.  The  firing  alarmed  the  camp  and  the  works  were 
immediately  all  manned. 

8th,  Marched  at  £,  proceeded  but  2 miles  until  we  struck  the  upper  end  of  the 
Grand  Glaise  towns;  proceeded  down  the  G.  G.  through  said  towns  k miles  to  the  con- 
fluence of  the  G.  G.  and  Miami  which  is  an  elegant  situation  and  commands  a beau- 
tiful prospect  down  and  around  the  Tauway.  It  appears  from  the  smoking  houses  and 
the  quantity  of  things  found,  that  the  enemy  must  have  recently  evacuated  this 
place  and  in  great  hurry  and  confusion,  we  found  vast  quantities  of  vegetables 
which  were  of  great  service  to  our  army.  Vast  numbers  of  fields  of  corn  both  on 
the  G.  G.  and  the  Miami,  in  a fourishing  condition  were  destroyed  by  our  army  to- 
gether with  some  hundred  bushels  of  old  corn  stored  in  their  houses. 

August  9,  ot/turday.  The:  foundation  of  a Fort  was  'begun  this  day  immediately 


on  the  point  formed  by  the  junction  of  the  two  rivers.  Fatigue  parties  detailed 
for  cutting  timber  for  block  houses  and  pickets.  I went  on  fatigue  and  had  direc- 
tion of  the  party  cutting  pickets.  I cannot  acquiesce  with  a number  of  officers 


who  think  this  an  eligible  spot  for  a Fort.  My  principal  objection  is,  t 


ground  on  the  north  side  of  the  Miami  commands  it. 
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ny  opinion  so  near  the  banks  of  both  rivers,  that  in  the  course  of  three  years 
at  most  the  banks  with  a part  of  the  Fort  must  inevitably  wash  away. 

10,  0 unclay,  continued  to  work  at  the  fort  Wells  and  McClellan.,  two  princi- 
pal spies  went  out  with  I;  more  to  endeavor  to  find  out  the  situation  of  the  In- 
dians and  bring  in  a prisoner  if  possible. 

11th.  Aug.  working  at  the  Fort.  This  evening  ’hills  and  McClellan  after 
viewing  the  British  Fort  at  Roche  de  Bout,  fell’ in  below  that  place  with  an  In- 
dian and  a squaw  whom  they  made  prisoners,  and  on  their  return  to  this  place 
above  the  British  Fort  passed  a pitched  Markee  and  tent.  After  they  had  passed 
them  some  distance  they  left  the  prisoners  under  the  care  of  two  spies,  the  rest 
returned  to  attack  the  tent  and  markee  and  advanced  to  the  north  of  them  when 
Wills  entered  into  conversation  with  Indians  that  'were  in  them,  but  the  Indians 
mistrusting  seized  their  guns  and  attacked  the  spies  who  fired  on  the  Indians. 
Wills  says  they  killed  three  and  thinks  they  wounded  the  fourth.  Wills  also  says 
that  he  was  mistaken  in  their  numbers.  Wills  was  wounded  in  the  wrist  some  of 
the  tones  shattered.  McClellan  in  the  shoulder,  some  bones  fractured;  all  the  in- 
jury done  our  party.  The  wounds  of  McClelland  and  Wills  will  prevent  them  going 
with  us,  which  will  be  some  disadvantage  to  the  operations  of  the  army,  particu- 
larly in  the  loss  of  Wills  who  is  a valuable  man. 

August  12,  Fort  not  finished,  about  2,  P.  M.  Wills  and  McClellan  arrived 
with  the  two  prisoners  above  mentioned.  Wills  gave  the  above  information.  The 
Indian  upon  examination  by  the  commander-in-chief  says  the  first  information 
they  received  of  the  approach  of  our  army  was  brought  there  about  six  days  ago 
by  Newsman  (See  July,  31st):  that  the  Indians  had  in  contemplation  to  move  off 

up  the  Miami  towards  old  Miami  village  and  to  let  our  army  pass  on  to  the  British 
Fort  to  me  whether  the  British  would  fight  us  or  not  as  they  had  always  promised. 
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That  there  is  now  below  Roche  de  boute  at  the  British  garrison  200  British 
v.rhc  arenow  working  at  the  garrison  and  making  it  stronger.  That  there  are  but 
600  warriors  at  that  place  but  that  Capts.  McKee  and  Elliot  have  gone  to  collect 
more.  That  the  Chipways  and  a small  part  of  the  Six  Nations  who  were  along  with 
the  Shawanese  at  Recovery  the  30th  of  June,  had  all  started  home  after  that  affair 

before  they  heard  of  our  army  coming.  That  the  British  garrison  below  Roche  de 

boute  is  built  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  on  a high  bank  with  a gradual  des- 
cent to  the  river:  that  the  Indians  were  in  want  of  provisions,  the  British  had 

promised  them  corn  but  it  had  not  yet  arrived.  That  the  Indians  were  well  in- 
formed of  the  strength  of  our  army  by  Mr.  Newman.  That  Newman  advised  them  not 

attack  -us  on  our  encampment,  but  when  inarching,  and  not  to  endeavor  to  out-flank 
us  but  to  attack  in  a body.  That  he  informed  them  how  to  distinguish  the  officers 
from  the  soldiers.  That  the  Indians  before  they  left  this  place  were  anxious  to 
treat  and  wrould  have  sent  a flag  to  meet  our  army  but  they  were  afraid  we  would 
kill  the  Indian  who  carried  it.  Mounted  guard  at  picket  No.  2.  C owner  the  Sur- 
veyor confined  this  day  on  suspicion  of  being  in  confederacy  with  Newman. 

Aug.  13,  Wednesday,  Miller  one  of  our  spies,  who  was  retaken  last  Spring 
from  she  Indians  after  being  with  them  a number  of  years,  and  the  prisoners  that 
was  brought  in  by  Wills  on  the  12th  were  sent  out  to  the  Indians  with  a flag  and 
instructions  for  bringing  about  a treaty  between  the  Indians  and  the  United  States. 
Miller  directed  to  return  in  1;  days. 

llith.  Garrison  so  far  completed  that  every  preparation  was  made  to  move  this 
day  toward  Roche  de  Boute  but  the  indisposition  of  the  Commander-in-chief,  and 
the  badness  of  the  day  prevented  the  movement  of  the  army.  Major  Hunt,  from  New 
England,  left  as  Commandant,  Capt.  Thompson,  Lt.  Young,  Husband,  Lt.  Hyde  and 
Major  Hugas  left  sick. 

l£th,  Army  marched  at  £,  P.  M.  proceeded  down  the  Tauway,  nine  miles  wo  a 


' 
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town  called  Snakes  town,  after  the  chief  who  lived  in  it  where  the  army  encamped. 

16,  Army  moved  slow  on  account  of  a number  of  ravines,  continued  down  the 
river  and  about  12  o 5 clock  the  indisposition  of  the  Cominander-in-Chief  obliged 
the  army  to  halt  for  about  one  hour,  during  which  Miller  who  had  been  sent  with 
proposals  for  a treaty  joined  us  and  brought  a letter  from  the  indians  which  he 
said  was  written  by  "White  Eyes,"  a war  chief  and  addressed  to  the  Commander-in- 
Chief;  "returning  him  thanks  for  his  interest  he  expressed  to  have  in  the  wel- 
fare of  their  wives  and  children.  That  at  the  time  our  flag  met  then  they  were 
on  their  feet  to  meet  us.  That  if  we  remained  where  we  were  at  the  confluence 

of  the  rivers  for  uen  days  and  in  the  meantime  ceased  to  erect  garrisons  in  their 
country,  that  in  all  probability  we  should  hear  from  them  at  the  end  of  that  time." 
The  army  proceeded  down  the  river  10?,-  miles  this  day  and  encamped  on  the  bank. 
Soldiers  on  flour  rations  this  day. 

17,  Sunday*  Marched  at  the  usual  time,  halted  at  11  o’clock  for  one  hour 
during  which  an  express  to  the  Commander-in-Chief  arrived.  Nothing  transpired. 

I received  a letter  from  home  via  Philadelphia  by  the  express.  Army  continued  on, 
marched  Ik  miles  to-day. 

18,  Marched  at  7 o’clock  as  the  General  thought  it  expedient  to  have  the 
ground  reconnoitred  before  the  army  marched.  Proceeded  on  6 miles  when  the  army 
halted  for  an  hour.  Passed  this  day  through  several  indian  settlements  or  small 
scattered  towns.  Marched  9 miles  and  encamped  in  a handsome  parain  opposite  Roche 
de  Boute.  This  place  takes  its  name  from  a rock  that  stands  in  the  middle  of  the 
River,  the  summit  of  which  is  considerably  higher  than  the  surface  of  the  water. 

The  rapids  are  ten  miles  in  length  and  are  called  by  some  the  "Wolf  Rapids,"  after 
an  indian  chief  belonging  to  the  Wolf  Tribe. 

19,  it  being  thought  most  expedient  that  the  army  should  advance  with  more 


19 


rapidity,  the  Commander-in-Chief  ordered  a place  of  deposit  to  be  erected  on  the 
ground  where  the  army  is  now  encamped,  (4I)  forty-one  miles  in  advance  of  the 
confluence  of  the  rivers  Miami  and  Glaise,  where  Fort  Defiance  wa3  erected,  and 
six  miles  above  a British  garrison  on  the  river  called  Fort  Miami.  The  building 
of  the  place  of  deposit  detained  the  aimy  this  day  and  was  manned  by  a detail  of 
6 men  from  each  Battalion  company  under  the  command  of  Captain  Zebuia  Pike,  and 
the  sub-legionary  pay  and  quarter  masters.  This  evening  I went  on  guard  Pictet  IIo. 
1.  This  day  the  indians  took  May,  one  of  our  spies  prisoner  and  wounded  another. 

August  20th,  Wednesday  army  marched  at  v past  6.  The  men  deposited  their 
knapsacks  and  all  kinds  of  baggage  and  carried  no  tiling  but  a blanket  and  two  days 
provisions  per  man.  I having  command  of  the  front  guard,  Ensign  Swain  commanding 
my  company.  Moved  rapidly  about  3'|  miles  when  our  advanced  party  composed  of  one 
battalion  of  Kentucky  Volunteers  under 'the  command  of  Major  Price  was  fired  upon 
by  the  indians,  about  1|00  yards  in  advance  of  my  guard,  who  without  returning  the 
fire  fled  until  they  came  in  front  of  the  guards  about  80  yards,  when  I halted  them 
for  about  a minute  by  ordering  my  guard  to  fire  on  them.  They  perceiving  that 
they  could  not  get  through  the  guard  turned  off  to  the  right  of  it  and  fled  to  the 
main  army,  which  of  consequence  brought  the  indians  in  pursuing  them  around  the 
right  flank  of  the  guard,  when  the  fire  commenced  on  the  guards  who  returned  it 
in  very  good  order,  but  the  men  who  were  immediately  on  the  right  perceiving  that 
the  indians  'were  around  on  our  right  got  into  confusion  and  began  to  fly.  With  a 
great  deal  of  difficulty  I got  13  or  la  out  of  the  37  rallied,  and  led  them  up  to 
the  right  of  the  otter  part  of  the  guard  under  the  command  of  Captain  Steel  on 
whom  the  indians  had  commenced  a heavy  fire.  Here  we  stood  and  gave  them  three 
well-directed  fires,  but  they  pressed  so  hard  upon  the  guard,  that  we  were  ob- 
liged to  retreat  and  fire  for  about  one  hundred  yards,  by  which  time  they  came 

on  so  close  and  in  such  numbers,  that  I was  obliged  to  direct  the  guard  to  make 

I 

the  oes.  o±  their  way  to  their  respective  companies.  <r  >. 
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The  company  Mr.  Steel  belonged  to  arid  mine  being  formed  together  we  acci- 
dentally mat  them  on  our  flight,  at  which  time  they  were  advancing  in  good  or- 
der* Immediately  after  I joined  my  company,  charge  was  ordered  which  routed 
the  indians,  and  they  were  kept  running  two  miles  at  the  end  of  which  they  dis- 
appeared. The  action  from  the  first  fire  on  the  front  guard  lasted  one  hour  and 
ten  minutes,  during  which  the  indians  made  several  desperate  attempts  to  turn  our 
left  flank,  in  all  which  they  were  repulsed  with  considerable  loss  on  their  part. 
I lost  out  ox  ray  company  five  men  killed  and  six  wounded.  Officers  killed.  Cap- 
tain Campbell  of  the  Cavalry;  Lieutenant  B.  Towels  of  the  Infantry — .founded.  Cap- 
tain Jacob  Slough,  Captain  Prior  and  Lieutenant  Campbell  Smith  of  Infantry  and 
Captain  Vanranslin  of  Cavalry.  22  men  killed  and  85  wounded.  A number  of  the 
first  guard  were  killed  and  wounded.  The  army  encamped  this  evening  within  one 
mile  of  the  British  garrison  on  the  river  bank  in  a beautiful  situation,  from 
whence  we  could  discern  the  officers  and  soldiers  walking  around  the  garrison  and 
a flag  flying. 

lie  took  immediately  after  the  battle  a French  trader  who  had  been  In  the 
battle  against  us.  The  indians  were  discouraged  at  their  bad  success  that  they 
got  Fay  out  of  the  British  garrison,  where  they  had  deposited  him  when  they  came 
forward  to  meet  us,  and  immediately  pun  him  to  death.

CAPTAIN  JOHN  COOK’S  JOURNAL. 
Concluded  from  Page  316. 


August  21.  Thursday.  The  Army  lay  in  camp  and  several  flags  passed  be- 
tween Major  Campbell  and  General  V/ayne.  The  former  were  carried  by  Cant.  Spears 
of  the  2l*th  Regiment,  attended  by  a Sergeant,  four  Privates  end  ten  Musicians ; the 
latter  by  Captain  DeButt’s  Aide  to  General  V/ayne,  attended  by  a trumpeter,  a ser- 
geant and  six  Dragoons. 

The  purport  of  the  British  flag,  which  c&ine  first,  was  to  let  the  Commander- 
in-chief  know  that  he  had  Major  Campbell’s  permission  to  pass  and  repass  anywhere 
he  pleased,  up  and  down  the  river,  keeping  a certain  distance  from  the  garrison. 

This  received  no  answer.  The  militia  were  sent  to-day  to  reconnoitre  the  battle 
ground.  It  was  discovered  that  the  '.water  here  ebbs  and  flows  e \ery  2 it  hours. 

22.  Alarm  at  2 A.  M.,  occasioned  by  our  sentinels  firing  upon  two  deserters 
who  were  deserting  from  us  to  the  British  garrison,  one  of  whom  the  sentries  killed. 
About  9,  the  British  sent  a flag  'wishing  to  know  from  General  'Jayne  what  he  meant 
by  laying  2l+  hours  so  near  the  garrison  and  under  the  muzzles  of  their  Majesty  is 


cannon.  Gen.  Wayne  replied  "that  he  did  not  know  who  they  meant  by  5 their  Majesty,1 
unless  they  meant  the  King  of  England,  that  he  would  go  where  he  pleased  in  the  ter- 
ritory of  the  United  States,  and  wished  to  know  'who  authorized  them  to  erect  garri- 
sons on  the  territory  of  the  United  States  &c,  &c." 

The  General  then  having  set  fire  to  all  the  buildings  around  and  in  sight  of 
the  garrison,  together  with  a quantity  of  hay  the  British  had  cut  and  cocked  on  a 
fiat  before  the  garrison  took  the  Light  troops  of  the  army  and  went  around  the  gar- 
rison to  view  and  ascertain  its  situation  and  strength,  in  doing  which  he  advanced 
within  pistol  shot  of  the  walls.  This  occasioned  another  flag  from  the  garrisGU.  in- 
forming Gen.  V/ayne  of  his  having  advanced  within  pistol  shot  of  their  works  and  com- 
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plaining  of  the  indignity  that  was  offered  to  their  Majesty's  flag  by  such  con- 
duct, and  informing  him  if  he  did  so  again,  they  must  in  compliance  with  their  duty 
as  officers  and  soldiers  fire  upon  him.  This  occasioned  on  the  part  of  the  Comman- 
der-in-chief a formal  demand  of  the  garrison  which  was  not  complied  with.  The  pio- 
neers were  sent  to  reconnoitre  the  battle  ground  .ana  bury  the  dead,  of  whom  they  found 
and  buried  19.  A man  of  Captain  Gibson’s  company  joined  us  to-day  who  had  been  taken 
by  the  Indians  last  spring,  was  returned  via  Niagara  and  Philadelphia;  he  brought  dis- 
patches for  the  Commander.  A deserter  from  the  garrison  came  to  us  this  day. 

August  23d.  Saturday.  After  destroying  all  the  corn  around  the  garrison  and  a 
considerable  distance  below  it,  and  reconnoitred  the  ground  around  our  encampment, 
the  army  moved  back  over  the  battle  ground  marching  in  one  line  so  as  to  cover  the 
field  of  action  and  ascertain  the  number  of  killed  on  both  sides,  lie  found  many  of 
the  enemy  and  from  my  calculation  it  appears  the  enemy  lost  double  the  number  that  we 
did.  The  army  proceeded  to  the  place  of  deposit  which  it  reached  about  h P.  M. 

August  2l|th.  After  drawing  provisions  we  proceeded  on  our  march  9 miles,  to 
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our  old  encampment  at  32  mile  tree,  where  the  army  lay  this  night.  A party  of  volun- 
teers under  the  command  of  Major  Price  was  left  behind  to  watch  the  place  we  left  this 
morning;  they  had  not  laid  long  before  8 Indians  entered  the  place,  whom  they  fired 
upon,  and  killed  one  and  wounded  five  more  of  them.  This  afternoon  the  Indians  ‘took 
four  men.  This  night  two  men  of  the  3d  Sub-Legion  deserted,  the  enemy. 


August  2pth.  The  army  marched  at  7 o'clock,  and  proceeded  on  to  the  place  of 
our  old  encampment  at  the  19  mile  tree,  where  he  halted  one  hour,  then  proceeded  on 
3 miles  through  a very  heavy  rain  and  encamped. 

August  26.  Marched  at  7 o'clock  about  h miles  to  an  indian  town  called  Girty’s 
town  which  we  destroyed,  together  with  the  whole  of  the  corn,  then  proceeded  10  miles 
to  Snakes  town  where  we  encamped  on  our  former  camping  ground.  A party  of  men  were 
this  evening  detached  to  get  corn  for  the  Legion,  and  to  destroy  ail  the  corn  they 
could  find.  Rained  very  hard  the  forpart  of  this  day  but  cleared  off  in  the  evening. 

August  27th.  Marched  at  six,  and  after  a very  fatiguing  march  arrived  at  Port 
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Defiance  about  2 p.  M.,  where  the  army  halted  a considerable  tine  on  the  opposite 
sivb  of  the  river  from  the  garrison,  then  moved  about  a m mile  up  the  river  and  en- 
camped. Capts.  Vanraslin  and  Slough  in  consequence  of  their  wounds  permitted  to  go 
home  on  furlough.  I wrote  home  by  the  latter. 

28th.  A general  order  issued  stating  that  it  was  probable  we  should  remain 
on  the  ground  for  some  time,  a general  review  should  take  place  on  Saturday,  30th 
inst. 

29th.  General  Todd  with  his  Brigade  of  Volunteers  started  to  go  to  Recovery, 
for  the  purpose  of  bringing  and  escorting  provision  from  that  place  to  the  army. 
O'Hara,  Q.  M.  G.  and  Elliott  contractor  went  on  with  the  command.  Mounted  guard  at 
the  out  picket. 

30th.  The  review  took  place  agreeably  to  the  general  orders  of  the  28th. 

The  picket  guard  which  I was  on,  was  reviewed.  I was  relieved  by  Capt.  Gra;7oon. 

31.  Sunday.  A fatigue  party  ordered  out  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  timber 
to  repair  and  strengthen  the  garrison.  A man  of  Captain  Slough’s  company  tried  by 
Court  Marshal  for  an  attempt  to  desert,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  fifty  lashes 
at  different  times. 

September  1st,  Monday.  Fatigue  still  working  at  garrison.  The  Light  troops 
directed  to  make  fascines  for  garrison. 

4th,  Thursday.  I was  on  fatigue,  employed  in  digging  a ditch  16  feet  wide 
8 deep, 

6th.  Rained  very  hard  the  greatest  part  of  the  day  which  prevented  work  at 
the  garrison. 

8th.  Monday.  Express  arrived  with  in  formation  of  the  escorts  being  at 
Fort  Adams . 

9th.  A Mr.  Evans  and  Ellis,  arrived  from  Fort  Vincennes  with  dispatches  for 
the  Commander-in-Chief , which  mention  that  the  Indians  from  their  own  account  lost 
upwards  of  200  warriors  before  Recovery;  Qjauihe  13th  of  June  last. 
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10th,  Wednesday.  Major  Price  arrived  about  11,  with  a number  of 
and  about  2 P.  M. , General  Todd  with  a quantity  of  flour.  Captain  Preston,  En- 
signs Lewis,  Bowyer  and  b brother  joined  the  army  with  this  command. 

11th,  Major  Cushing  and  Dr.  Jones,  the  Chaplain  to  our  army,  arrived  from 
Fort  Washington.  General  Barbees’  Brigade  of  Volunteers  started  for  Fort  Re- 
covery, with  directions  to  meet  our  army  at  the  Miami  villages  with  provisions 
for  the  army.  They  are  to  receive  $3  per  100  for  all  flour  and  stores  they  may 
pack  out  to  that  place  on  their  horses  together  with  a promise  that  if  they  complete 
their  business  they  my  expect  a discharge  by  the  10th  of  next  month. 

September  12th,  Friday.  Orders  issued  directing  the  army  to  be  prepared  to 
move.  A Quartermaster  from  each  wing  sent  forward  with  the  pioneers,  covered  by 
Captain  Kibby’s  company  of  spies,  to  clear  the  road. 

13th.  A Sergeant  and  four  Privates  deserted  within  the  last  twenty-four  hours. 
The  squaw  mentioned  to  have  been  taken  some  time  since  by  Wills  and  McClellan,  was 
this  day  furnished  with  a horse  and  provision  and  sent  home  with  a long  talk  to 
the  Indians.  A general  order  that  the  army  should  move  to-morrow  morning  at  7 
o’clock.  The  order  of  march  to  be  the  same  as  when  we  first  left  Greenville.  Major 
Hurd  left  to  command  this  garrison.  Captains  Thompson  and  Eriett,  Lieutenant  Pope 
of  Artillery,  Ensign  Strother.  Lieutenant  Robert  Lee  left  to  ao  the  duty  of  Adjut- 
ant and  Quartermaster.  Major  Cushing  ordered  to  remain  here;  about  200  men  left  in 
garrison,  which  was  nearly  completed. 

Sunday,  lltth.  Army  marched  at  8;  marched  11  miles  and  encamped  at  3.  Rained 
all  day. 

lpth.  Marched  at  7.  Moved  on  about  11  miles  and  encamped  on  a small  creek. 

Very  late  in  the  evening  when  we  got  our  breastworks  finished.  Overtook  the  pion- 
eers at  11.  A part  of  Captain  Purten’s  company  .got  lost  by  keeping  too  near  the 
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river;  they  could  not  hear  the  signals. 

loth.  Marched  12  miles  to  the  3U  mile  tree  where  we  encamped  for  the  night. 
McClelland,  one  of  our  spies,  reported  that  he  had  discovered  two  Indians  who  he 
supposed  were  watching  the  army. 

September  17th  Parole  and  C.  sign  early  reveille.  Army  marched  at  6,  thir- 
teen or  fourteen  miles  to  the  Miami  villages.  The  army  halted  better  than  two 
hours  near  the  ground  where  a part  of  Harmer’s  army  was  defeated  and  directly  op- 
posite to  the  point  formed  by  the  St.  Joseph* s and  St.  Mary’s,  until  the  ground 
was  reconnoitred,  when  it  crossed  and  encamped  so  late  that  our  tents  were  not  all 
pitched  before  dark. 

18th.  We  were  ordered  to  throw  up  strong  breastworks;  timber  being  very 
scarce  we  were  obliged  to  make  them  of  earth.  Four  deserters  came  to  camp  from 
the  British  garrison. 

19th.  Rained  and  blowed  very  hard  ail  night.  Men  still  continued  to  work  at 
breastworks  until  about  10,  when  they  were  obliged  to  quit  work  on  account  of  a 
very  heavy  rain.  An  express  arrived  from  General  Barbee  informing  us  of  his  ap- 
proach and  that  he  would  be  at  this  place  to-morrow.  Began  to  build  a fish-dam 
to  cross  the  Miami. 

20th.  A very  stormy  night.  Frequent  and  hard  claps  of  thunder.  Gen.  Barbee 
arrived  with  his  command  and  brought  provision  for  the  army.  Several  private  store 
were  brought  uo  camp  with  the  command.  Their  prices  current  as  follows : Mutton 

and  Beef,  ^ of  a dollar;  Bacon,  3/4  of  a dollar;  Sugar,  Coffee  and  Chocolate,  $1  pe 
lb;  Butter,  3 Jh  of  a dollar;  Whiskey,  $8  per  gal.;  Cheese,  $1  per  lb. 

September  21st,  Sunday.  Gen.  Todd’s  brigade  of  Volunteers  started  this  morning 
for  Greenville.  Had  under  his  command  and  direction  all  the  Quartermasters’  and 
contractors’  horses  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  out  supplies.  Attended  Divine 
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service,  when  a sermon  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Jones,  Chaplain,  who  chose  for  his 
text,  8 Chapter  of  Romans,  31  v.  ."Bat  what  shall  we  say  to  these  things,  if  God 
is  with  us  who  can  be  against  us."  This  was  the  first  time  the  army  had  been 
called  together  for  the  purpose  of  attending  Bivine  service  since  I joined  it. 

September  22nd.  Two  hundred  fatigue  men  were  ordered  out  to  cut  timber  and 
prepare  to  raise  a garrison.  The  ground  laid  out  for  garrison  is  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Miami,  bearly  opposite  the  confluence  of  the  rivers  St.  Marys  and  St. 
Josephs.  Three  men  deserted  from  the  1st  sub-Legion.  The  men  began  this  day  to 
draw  full  rations  of  flour  which  had  been  stopped  for  some  time. 

23rd.  A general  Court  Martial  ordered  to  sit  whereof  Captain  ford  of  Artillery 
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2i;th,  Comet  Bliu  of  Cavalry,  arrested  by  Ensign  Johnston  for  beating  and 
otherwise  abusing  the  Orderly  Sergeant  of  Captain  Slough’s  company,  when  Ensign 
Johnston  had  command  of  it.  Made  up  and  arrest  withdrawn  before  trial. 

September  26.  No  salt  to  be  had.  Received  a letter  from  Lieutenant  Lee  by 
which  he  informs  me  that  11  men  have  actually  deserted  and  8 more  missing,  either 
killed,  deserted  or  taken;  one  found  killed  and  one  dead — total  21;  all  since  the 
13th  inst.  inclusive.  Lewis  Dubois,  soldier  of  my  company  killed,  and  that  they 
are  going  on  with  the  repairs  of  the  garrison.  Miller  one  of  our  spies  brought 
word  that  he  has  discovered  an  Indian  and  a trail  of  ll|  or  13>.  A party  of  Ken- 
tucky volunteers  was  immediately  dispatched  after  them  and  overtook  them  about 
sundown,  but  the  Indians  discovered  them  before  they  had  made  their  preparations 
for  attack,  and  made  their  escape  unhurt.  Fish  basket  nearly  completed. 

2?th.  Mr.  Swayne  my  Ensign  on  fatigue.  Between  12  and  1 p.  M.  fell  an  exceed- 
ingly iisavy  shower  of  hail,  lasting  10  minutes;  hail-stones  very  large. 

26.  Sunday.  A man  deserted  from  Captain  Thompson's  company.  Mas  commanded 
by  Captain  Bines,  which  seems  somewhat  extraordinary,  after  McClellan  reporting 
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to  the  Commander-in-Chief,  that  he  had  himself,  agreeable  to  his  orders, 
killed  one  of  the  deserters  he  das  sent  after,  and  saw  two  more  who  were  killed 
and  scalped  by  the  Indians.  Contractors  out  of  beef  and  bread  and  not  a grain 
of  salt  to  be  had.  Major  Price  arrived  bringing  with  him  about  l£0  bullocks.  He 
informed  me  that  1+  or  5 waiters,  who  had  been  sent  in  for  stores  for  officers,  and 
who  preceded  the  escort,  were  killed  about  five  miles  this  side  of  Greenville.

Nelly  Brundy  taken  at  the  same  time. 

September  29th,  Monday.  A very  heavy  rain  at  4 P.  M. , with  loud  and  sharp 
claps  of  thunder  accompanied  with  a whirlwind,  which  blew  down  the  top  of  a very 
large  tree  within  a few  steps  of  Gen.  Wayne's  markee. 

(\31sty  The  escort  arrived  to-day,  bringing  .with  it  the  Contractor  and  Quarter- 
masters  stores.  Q.M.G.  O'Hara  and  Major  Hughes  came  out  with  it.  Accounts  from 
Philadelphia  inform  that  Captain  Lee  some"  time  since  broke  by  a general  Court  Marti 
was  appointed  a Captain  in  Artillery. 

October  2d.  General  Barbee  with  his  brigade  of  volunteers  ordered  to  Green- 
ville, for  the  purpose  of  escorting  out  provisions.  This  raised  great  complaints 
among  these  volunteers,  who  expected  a discharge  on  the  promise  made  then  some 
time  since.  Lieutenant  Campbell  Smith  went  on  with  this  command  with  an  unlimited 
furlough. 

October  6th,  Monday.  One  hundred  militia  turned  out  voluntarily  to  work  at 
the  garrison. 

October  7th*  A boat  built  by  the  artificers  landed.  Mr.  Sharp  the  principal 
artificer  told  me  it  -would  carry  2 5 bbls.  of  flour. 

October  6th.  A ’dock  house  on  the  bank  of  the  river  began  this  bay.  The  boat 
launched  yesterday  loaded  with  salt  and  whiskey  for  Port  Defiance,  but  had  not 
gone  one  mile  before  she  was  run  upon  a rock  and  sunk.  The  stores  were  all  saved. 
McClellan  and  6 or  7 spies  started  up  the  St.  Josephs  tc  reconnoitre,  to  be  gone 
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d or  5 days,  The  volunteers  worked  half  a day  at  the  block  house.  Lt.  Charles 
Hyde  ares  ted  by  Major  Hughes. 

October  9th,  Thursday,  An  express  arrived  this  evening  and  brought  infor- 
mationthat  Hr.  Elliott,  the  Contractor,  was  fired  upon  and  killed  on  his  way 
out,  between  Washington  and  Fort  Hamilton.  A detachment  of  one  light  company  and 
one  troop  of  cavalry  to  start  to-morrow  for  Greenville.  Soldiers  receive  \ 
rations  of  flour  and  y of  beef. 

October  11th,  Captain  Gibson’s  rifle  company  and  Captain  Covington’s  troop 
of  dragoons,  started  this  morning.  Capt.  Butler  and  Ensign  Chandler  went  on 
with  this. command  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  muster  roils  of  the  volunteers 
by  their  return  to  Greenville. 

12th.  General  Barbee  arrived  with  provisions  for  the  army. 

October  13.  Monday.  A French  trader,'  brother  to  one  we  had  taken  on  the  20th 
of  August  arrived  in  camp,  bringing  with  him  three  prisoners  to  exchange  for  his 
brother.  They  were  received  and  the  Frenchman  liberated.  One  of  the  prisoners 
is  a young  girl  about  13  years  who  was  taken  about  3 years  ago  above  Muskingum. 

A brother-in-law  of  hers,  who  is  now  among  the  Kentucky  volunteers,  called  upon 
the  Commander-in-chief  and  got  her.  The  trader  says  that  there  were  one  thousand 
four  hundred  Indians  in  the  action  of  the  morning  of  the  20th  of  August.  That  33 
were  killed  and  ?6  wounded.  That  the  chiefs  were  all  at  Detroit  in  council.  That 
Captain  Brant,  Elliott  and  G.  Sincoe  are  all  with  them.  That  McKee’s  son  was 
killed  in  the  action,  besides  5>  other  white  men.  That  all  the  nations  except  the 
Shawnee s are  for  peace.  The  other  two  prisoners  are  soldiers,  that  were  taken 
the  time  Lowry  was  defeated.  That  d00  Chippewas  were  along  with  the  above  men- 
tioned d00,  waiting  the  arrival  of  our  army,  but  got  impatient  and  went  home,  and 
that  the  ten  days  required  by  them  in  their  letter  to  Gen.  Wayne,  written  by  7/hite 
Eyes,  was  only  to  gain  time  tclendeavor  to  get  the  dOO  back.  That  13"  of  the  war- 
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riors  killed  were  Ottawasj  9 chiefs,  and  10  warriors.  That  the  Indians  watch 
between  us  and  the  British  garrison  for  our  deserters  whom  they  carry  into  their 
garrison  and  sell  to  the  British  for  ?2£  per  roan,  ,and  those  that  will  not  enlist 
when  purchased,  they  put  to  hard  labor  with  the  wheelbarrow.  One  of  our  men  who 
deserted  from  Defiance,  was  pursued  and  brought  back  said  immediately  tried  by 
Court  Partial  and  executed. 

October  ll+th.  Kentucky  volunteers  left,  with'  the  consent  of  G-eneral  Wayne, 
for  home. 

October  l£th.  Two  soldiers  arrived  at  1 P.  M.  with  dispatches  from  Captain 
Gibson,  who  say  they  left  Capt.  0.  at  Recovery  yesterday  morning,  with  100  horses 
loaded  with  provisions,  300  sheep  and  l£0,  bullocks;  did  not  discover  a ny  signs 
on  the  road  of  Indians. 

October  16th.  Continued  to  work  at  the  garrison.  Ensign  Strother  left  this 
place  for  Fort  Defiance,  taking  with  him  the  French  prisoner  and  his  brother. 
Captain  Gibson  arrived  this  evening  with  his  command  and  brought  about  30,000 
rations  of  flour.  Mr.  Covington  returned,  but  was  obliged  to  leave  in  horses 
behind  at  Greenville. 

October  17th,  Friday.  A boat,  lj.0  feet  long  by  12  feet  wide,  built  upon  the 
Kentucky  plan  was  launched  to-day.  It  is  built  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  pro- 
visions from  this  place  downs  the  Miami  to  Fort  Defiance.  The  garrison  still  far 
from  being  finished. 

16th.  Captain  Springer  and  Captain  Brock  marched  this  morning  with  their 
companies  accompanied  by  Messrs.  Webb,  Jones  and  Blue  of  Cavalry,  wish  about 
ninety  invalid  horses  which  they  are  taking  to  recruit*  An  express  arrived  from 
Greenville  at  3 P.  M.  2k  hours  on  the  read,  who  brought  dispatches  supposed  to 
be  of  great  importance  to  Gen.  Wayne.  He  says  Lieut.  Younghusband  died  on  the 
loth,  at  Jefferson,  and  that  an  hour  before  he  started  10  Canadians  came  to  that 
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place  with  a flag  but  for  what  purpose  he  could  not  tell.  A general  order 
excusing  troops  from  fatigue  this  afternoon,  that  they  nay  prepare  to  attend 
Divine  service  to-morrow. 

October  19th,  Sunday.  At  10  o’clock  church  call  beat,  when  the  troops  fell 
in  and  marched  by  platoons  out  of  square  in  front  of  the  garrison,  where  a dis- 
course was  delivered  by  Hr.  Jones,  Chaplain,  from  Romans,  XIII  Chap.  1st  verse. 

October  20th.  Court  Martial  met  at  8 o’clock,  agreeable  to  orders  of  yes- 
terday. President,  Lieut,  Col.  strong;  members.  Captains  Brawley,  Porter,  Gib- 
son, Purton,  Wm.  Lewis,  Kowell  Lewis,  Cooke,  Rice,  Miller,  Armstrong  and  Tins- 
ley. Lieut.  Charles  Hyde  charged  with  ungentiemanly  and  unofficerlike  conduct. 

He  challenged  members  Wm.  Lewis,  Porter  and  Miller.  Adjourned  \ an  hour  to  have 
three  members  detailed  in  their  place.  Captains  Ford,  Read  and  Andrews  appeared 
in  place  of  the  members  objected  to.  Lieut.  Hyde  unanimously  acquitted.  Major 
Hughes  who  was  arrested,  to  be  tried  by  this  court,  obtained  permission  to  resign. 

October  21st,  Tuesday.  Fatigue  discontinued  by  general  order  which  detailed 
the  companies  to  remain  in  the  garrison.  Garrison  to  be  commanded  by  Lieut.  Col. 
Ilamtramck;  companies  Captains  Kingsbury,  Sparks,  Preston,  Grayton  and  Read;  Capt. 
Porter  of  Artillery;  Subaltern  Strong,  Bodley,  Brady,  Campbell,  Right  and  Massey. 
Lieut.  Made  to  do  duty  of  Fort  Major.  Express  arrived  with  dispatches  from  the 
war  office  to  General  Wayne. 

October  22d,  Wednesday.  Col.  Hamtramck  marched  the  troops  to  the  garrison 
at  7 o'clock,  A.  M. , and  after  a discharge  of  l£  guns  and  naming  the  fort  by  a 
garrison  order,  "Fort  Wayne,  " he  marched  his  command  into  it. 

23d.  Captain  Kibby  with  his  company  of  spies  directed  to  proceed  up  the  St. 
Mary's  tc  Fort  Adams,  taking  with  him  the  canoe,  and  ascertain  the  situation  of 
the  river  with  respect  to  navigation.  Took  with  him  3 days  provisions. 
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2l4th.  Legion  on  half  allowance.  In  great  expectation  of  Captain  Springer's 


command. 

2£th.  A general  order  against  marauding,  and  a reward  of  -,)2$  "for  information 
of  offenders.  Captain  Kibby  sent  back.  An  express  informing  the  General  of  the 
impossibility  of  navigating  the  St.  Mary's,  and  begged  leave  to  return,  but  was 
peremptorily  ordered  to  continue  on  to  Fort  Adams. 

October  26th,  Sunday.  Major  Hughes’  resignation  accepted.  Captain  Springer 
arrived  bringing  with  him  2k0  bbls.  of  flour,  which  was  immediately  lodged  in 
garrison.  Two  of  the  Canadians  above-mentioned  cane  to  he adquarter s . 


27th.  Army  took  up  the  line  of  march  at  II  o'clock  and  proceeded  on  General 
Harmar' s trace  about  ki  miles;  cane  to  a large  swamp  and  about  3 o'clock  heard 


the  discharge  of  several  cannon  in  our  rear,  which  was  generally  supposed  to  be 
at  a dinner  given  by  Col.  Ilantramck  to  the  officers  of  the  garrison.  Encamped 


about  k P.

Marched  very  rapidly  16  miles;  halted  at  night  on  a small  stream  of

29th«  After  marching  about  12  miles  reached  the  St.  Marys  at  3 P.  M®  Crossed 
the  river  and  encamped  at  one  of  Hamer 5 s camps  on  the  bank.  Here  lived,  formerly, 
a Frenchman  by. the  name  of  Le  Source.  The  woods  on  the  nortn  side  of  the  river 
to  the  St.  Marys,  very  thick. 

October  30th.  Marched  at  sunrise.  After  thick  woods  for  a mile  and  a half 
entered  an  open  and  extensive  prairie  through  which  we  marched  I4  miles  and  struck 
Gen.  Payne's  trace  from  Recovery  to  St.  Marys.  Prairie,  I judge,  $ miles  long 
and  u miles  wide.  Continued  our  march  up  the  St.  Mary's  for  Girty's  town,  18  miles. 
Captain  Kibby  reports  very  unfavorable  in  regard  to  the  navigation  of  the  river. 

Says  it  may  do  for  canoes  or  pirogues  in  high  water.

31st.  Fortified  our  encampment  and  remained  here  all  day. 
brought  in  the  corn  from  Fort  Adorns  and  Captain  Sullivan  went  on  to  Fort  Wayne 
with  300  bullocks. 


November  1st.  Marched  before  sunrise,  taking  our  course  through  some  old 
Indian  towns,  until  we  struck  Hartshorn  road,  cut  from  Greenville  to  Girty’s  town. 
Marched  rapidly  to  the  16  mile  tree  making  21  miles  to-day. 


November  2d,  Sunday.  Marched  early  and  rapidly.  In  7 miles  came  to  a bridge 
built  by  Major  Hughes,  which "the  whole  Legion  crossed  and  traveled  3 miles,  halted 
and  refreshed  and  marched  in  two  hours  6 miles  to  Greenville,  and  after  the  dis- 
charge of  several  guns  and  three  cheers,  the  men  were  disposed  in  their  respec- 
tive huts  which  we  found  very  much  out  of  repair. 

November  3d.  Lieut.  Brady  arrived  at  Greenville,  with  a command  from  Fort 
Wayne . 

November  lyth.  Gen.  Wilkinson,  Col.  Strong,  Doctor  Gen.  Allison,  Capt.  Fort 
and  others  escorted  by  Lieut.  Brady  and  command  started  for  Fort  Washington. 

6th.  A Sergeant  of  Captain  Howell  Lewis,  who  went  out  to  hunt,  fell  in  with 


a party  of  Indians  who  killed  and  scalped  him  within  IP-  miles  of  this  place. 

13th.  The  lath  Sub-Legion  mustered  today  at  12.  Four  men  of  my  company  mustered 
for  discharge  for  inability — Burt,  Point,  Moore  and  Hinsdale. 

November  loth.  Lieut.  Charles  Levis  obtained  leave  of  absence.  Capt.  Thomp- 
son's Ghicasaw  Indian  came  into  camp  to  obtain  recompense  for  his  services  in  tils 
campaign. 


November  l6th.  Captain  Amos  Lewis  arrested  at  the  request  of  Lieut.  McCrea, 
for  speaking  words  to  his  disadvantage. 

17th.  Ensign  Levi  McCiean  came  in  with  a command  loaded  with  flour. 

19th.  Court  Martial  convened.  Captain  Peters,  Sub-Legion,  President.  Charles

November  20th.  Mr.  IV  ailing  ton  and  his  detachment  marched  past  my  guard 

on  their  way  to  Fort  Hamilton.  Ensign  Ton.  Lewis  and  Lieut.  Dangerfield’s  re  sic-

nations  accepted. 

November  22d.  Captain  Eradley  arrived  with  Mr.  Newman,  who  left  our  army  on 


its  march  and  went  to  the  Indians. 

2l;th.  Ensign  McCiean  started  with  his  command  towards  Hamilton.  Ensign 
Dodd  with  Captain  Gibson’s  company  to  Fort  Recovery,  to  search  for  two  pieces  of 
cannon  that  were  had  by  the  Indians  the  Uth  of  November,  ’91. 

2pth.  Capt.  Springer  started  to  Hamilton 'with  his  company.  All  the  paymas- 
ters went  with  him  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  out  clothing  for  the  next  year. 
Lieut.  Hugh  Brady  arrived  from  Cincinnati  with  stores  for  officers  at  Fort  Wayne , 
A number  of  officers  got  leave  to  go  home  on  furlough. 

26th.  Ensign  Dodd  returned  with,  the  'information  that  the  cannon  had  been 
found,  but  the  waters  were  too  deep  to  remove  then. 
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ISAAC  PAXTON  JGURNjAL  as  quoted  in  VJilliamscn’s 
History  of  Vie  stem  Ohio  and  Anglaise  Ccimty. 
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Isaac  Paxton’s  Journal  as  quoted  in  Williamson ’ s "History  ox  Western  Ohio  and 
Auglaize  County." 

In  Wayne’s  fa’  ce  were  friendly  Choctaw  Indians  under  General  Hummingbird,  who 
were  scouts  for  the  expedition.  "They  were  fat  more  useful  to  the  array  than  the 
like  number  of  regular  soldiers  of  ordinary  rangers,  p.  92. 

On  30  June  179U,  an  escort  of  90  riflemen  and  fifty  dragoons,  under  the  command 
of  Major  McMahon,  arrived  at  Ft.  Recovery  in  charge  of  a provision  train  and 
encamped  aroun  the  walls  of  the  fort.  Soon  after  their  arrival  they  were  attacked 
bv  a force  of  more  than  a thousand  Indians  led  by  the  celebrated  chief.  Little 
Turtle. 

"They  assailed  the  fort  with  great  fury,  rushing  up  to  within  fifty  yards  of 
it,  some.#  of  them  carrying  axes  and  hatchets  fa-  the  purpose  of  cutting  down  the 
pickets,  but  they  were  met  with  such  a galling  fire  from  the  fort  that  they  recoiled 
and  in  a short  tine  retreated  to  the  woods.  They,  however,  rallied  a second  time, 
but  ket  at  amore  respectful  distance,  and  kept  up  a heavy  and  constant  fire  during 
the  remainder  of  the  day.  The  garrison,  in  the  mean  ti  e,  kept  up  a brisk  and  most 
effective  fire  throughout  the  day.  At  the  approach  of  night  the  enemy  withdrew. 

The  night  was  foggy  and  very  dark,  which  afforded  the  Indians  an  opportunity  to 
remove  their  dead  and  wounded  by  torchlight,  which  occasionally  drew  a fire  from  the 
garrison.  The  enemy  succeeded  in  removing  all  their  dead  except  eight  or  ten  bodies 
that  lay  near  the  walls  of  the  garrison."  96 

A Tennessee  private  in  writing  home  remarked  "that  hunters  were  apt  to  undervalue 
the  soldiers  as  marksmen,  but  that  Wayne’s  riflemen  were  as  good  shots  as  any 
hunters  he  hx  d even  seen  at  any  bf  the  many  matches  he  had  attended  in  the  back- 
woods."  pp.  97-8, 

Between  the  28th  and  30th  of  July  "...  Newman,  a member  of  the  quartermaster’s 
corps,  deserted,  and  went  over  to  the  enemy,  ac  uainting  them  of  the  plans  of  the 
campaign."  98. 

11  August  179U:  "Soon  after  the  encampment  of  the  army  at  the  mouth  of  the 

Auglaize,  the  General  dispatched  the  spies,  Wells,  McClellan,  Miller,  May  and 
Mahaffy,  down  the  river  to  secure  information  of  the  intentions  of  the  enemy,  and 
if  possible  to  bring  him  a prisoner.  The  spies  proceeded  cautiously  dam  the  river 
until  opposite  the  site  of  Fart  Meigs,  where  there  was  an  Indian  village.  The  partj 
dressed  and  equipped  as  Indians,  rode  into  the  village,  stopping  occasionally,  to 

talk  with  the  villagers  in  their  language,  and  giving  them  the  impression  that  they 

were  Indians  from  a distance  who  had  come  to  take  part  in  the  expected  battle.  Afte 
passing  safely  through  the  village,  they  met  some  distance  from  it,  an  Indian  man 
and  woman  on  horseback,  who  were  returning  to  town  from  hunting.  T hep  made  then, 
captives  without  resistance  and  in mediately  set  off  for  Defiance, 

"A  short  time  after  dark  they  pissed  near  a large  encampment  of  Indians, 
who  were  merrily  amusing  themselves  around  their  camp  fires.  Ordering  their  prisorx 
to  be  silent  under  pain  of  instant  death,  they  went  around  the  camp  until  they  got 

about  a half  a#  mile  above  it.  They  than,  held  a consultation,  tied  and  gagged  theii 

prisoners,  and  rode  back  to  the  Indian  camp  with  their  rifles  lying  a cross  the 
pommels  of  their  saddles.  The  inquired  when  they  had  last  heard  of  General  Wayne 
and  the  movements  of  his  army,  and  how  soon  and  where  the  expected  battle  would  be 
fought.  The  Indians  standing  about  Wells  and  his  party  were  veiy  communis  ative, 
and  answered  the  uestions  without  any  suspicions  of  deceit  in  their  visitors.  At 
length  an  Indian  who  was  sitting  at  some  distance  apart  said  in  an  undertone  in  aa  oil: 
tongue  to  some  who  were  near  him  that  he  suspected  these  strangers  had  some  nischiei 
in  their  heads.  Wells  overheard  it,  gave  the  preconcerted  signal,  aid  each  fired  hi 
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Isaac  Paxton's  Journal,  continued: 
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rifle  into  the  body  of  an  Indian  not  more  than  six  feet  distance.  Themomcnt  the 
Indian  made  the  remark,  he  and  his  companions  rose  up  with  their  rifles  in  hand, 
but  not  before  each  of  the  others  had  shot  their  man.  The  moment  after  ’.-Jells  and 
Party  had  fired  they  put  spurs  to  their  horses,  lying  with  their  breasts  on  the  animal; 
necks  , so  as  to  lessen  the  mark  to  fire  at,  and  before  they  had  got  out  of  the  light 
of  the  cam-fires  the  Indians  had  fired  upon  them.  As  McClellen  lay  in  this  pcs  ition, 
a ball#  entered  beneath  Iris  shoulder-blade  and  came  out  at  the  top  of  his  shoulder; 
Wells*  arm  was  broken  by  a#  ball,  and  his  rifle  dropped  to  the  ground;  Hay  was 
chased  to  the  smooth  rock  in  the  Maumee,  where  his  herse  fell  and  he  was  taken  prison- 
er. 

!1The  rest  of  the  party  escaped  without  injury,  and  rode  full  n eed  to  where 
the  prisoners  were  confined,  and  mounting  them  upon  horses,  continued  t:  eir  route. 
Wells  and  McClellen  being  severely  wounded,  and  their  march  slow  and  painful  to 
Defiance,  a distance  of  about  thirty  miles,  ere  they  could  receive  surgical  aid,  a 
messenger  was  disptached  to  hasten  to  the  po  t for  a surgeon  and  guard.  As  soon  as 
he  arrived  with  the  tidings  of  the  wounds  and  perilous  situation  of  these  heroic 
and  faithful  spies,  very  great  sympathy  was  manifested.  Wayne* s feeling  for  the# 
suff soldier  was  at  all  times  quick  and 
sensitive.  We  can,  then,  imagine  the  intensity  of  his  solicitude  when  informed  of 
the  sufferings  and  perils  of  his  confidential  and  chosen  banc.  He  instantly  distatche 
a surgeon  and  a company  of  the  swiftest  dragoons  to  meet,  assist,  and  guard  these 
brave  fellows  to  headquarters,  where  they  arrived  safe,  and  the  wounded  in  due  time 
recovered. 


"May,  who  was  taken  prisoner,  having  formerly  lived  among  the  Indians  and  ran 
away  from  them,  was  recognised.  They  tlld  him  the  second  day  before  the  battle:  sVJe 
know  you,  you  speak  Indian  language;  you  not  content  to  live  with  us;  to-morrow  we 
take  you  to  that  tree'  - pointing  to  a very  large  burr  cal':  at  the  edge  of  the  clearin' 
near  the  British  fart- 'we  will  tie  you  up  ana  make  a mark  on  your  breast,  and  we  will 
try  what  Indian  can  shoot  nearest  it, ' Accordingly,  the  next  day  he  was  tied  to  that 
tree,  a mark  made  on  his  breast,  and  his  body  riddled  with  at  least  fifty  bullets. 
Thus  ended  poor  KayJ" 

pp.  99-101. 


20  August  179^:  "It  would  be' difficult  to  fine  piope  'uhf avorable  grou  nd  for 

cavalry;  nevertheless,  the  dragoons  rode  against  their  foes  at  a gallop,  with  broad- 
swords swinging,  the  horses  dodging  in  and  out  among  the  tress  and  jumping  the 
fallen  logs.  They  received  a fire  at  close  uarters  which  emptied  a dozen  saddles, 
both  captains  being  shot  down.  One,  the  commanders  of  the  squadron,  Cpptain  Mis 
Campbell  was  killed;  the  other.  Captain  Van  Bens 3 el ar,  a representative  of  one  of 
the  old  Knickerbocker  families  of  NeW  York,  who  had  joined  the  army  from  pure  love 
of  adventure,  was  wounded.  The  command  devolved  on  Lieutenant  Webb  alongside;  and 
the  dragoons  burst  among  the  savages  at  fall  speed,  and  routed  them  In  a moment, 
Covington  cut  down  two  of  the  Indians  with  his  own  hand,  and  Webb  one. 

"At  the  same  time  the  first  line  of  infantry  charged  with  e ual  impetuosity  an 
success.  The  Indians  delivered  one  volley  and  were  then  roused  from  their  hiding  p 
places  with  the  bayonet;  as  they  fled  they  were  shot  down,  and  if  they  attempted  to 
halt  they  were  at  once  assailed  and  again  driven  with  bayonet.  They  could 

make  no  stand  at  all,  and  the  battle  was  won  with  ease."  pp.  103-5. 
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Isaac  Pa: Aon1  s Journal,  continued: 


Vjlien  the  attack  on  the  Indians  was  commenced,  Lieutenant  Harrison,  one  of 
Wayne’s  aids,  addressed  the  General,  saying,  "I’m  afraid  you'll  get  into  the  fight 
yourself,  and  forget  to  give  me  necessary  field  orders." 

"Perhaps  I may,"  replied  Wayne,  "and  if  I do,  recollect  the  standing  order 
of  the  day  is,  charge  the  d d rascals  with  the  bayonets  J"  105. 

Writing  of  the  exchange  of  notes  between  Wayne  and  Campbell: 

"The  Englishman  wrote  in  resentment  of  this  curt  reply,  complaining  that 
Wayne's  soldiers  Pad  approached  within  pistol  shot  of  the  fort,  and  threatening 
to  fire  upon  them  if  the  offense  was  repeated.  Wayne  responded 'by  summoning  him 
to  surrender  the  fort,  a summons  which  he  of  course  refused  to  heed.. 

"Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  the  second  note  of  ling  or  Campbell,  General 
.ayne  and  his  staff  reconnoitered  the  fort  in  every  direction,  and  decided  that  aa 
assulat  upon  the  fort  with  the  means  at  his  command  was  not  practicable. 

"The  army  remained  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Hiami  three  days  and  three  nights, 
during  which  time  they  burned  all  the  houses  and  destroyed  all  the  field  of  corn 
and  vegetables  in  the  neighborhood  to  wit  in  one  hundred  3rards  of  the  fort.  The 
volunteers  were  sent  eight  miles  down  the  river, and  burned  and  destroyed  all  the 
possessions  belonging  to  the  Indians  and  Canadians  within  that  distance,  among  which 
were  the  houses,  stores,  and  property  of  Colonel  McKee,  the  British  Indian  agent. 

A small  party  of  dragoons  were  sent  over  the  river,  who  burned  and  destroyed  all  the 
houses  and  cornfields  that  were  under  cover  of  the  fort. 

"The  remains  of  the  brave  heroes  who  fell  in  the  battle  ofthe  20th  were  burie: 
T*jith  all  the  honors  of  way  by  a discharge  of  three  rounds  from  sixteen  pieces  of 
ordnance,  charged  with  shells.  The  ceremony  was  performed  with  the  grestest 
solemnity.  On  the  23rd  of  August,  the  army  broke  up  their  encampment,  and  returned 
to  Camp  Deposit,  where  they  had  left  their  baggage  and  stores  on  the  20th.  Contimii 
the  march  on  the  2Uth  they  halted  at  two  o'clock  at  the  old  camp  ofthe  17th."

25  Aug  179U:  The  legion  continued  their  march,  and  encamped  on  the  ground 

which  they  had  occupied  on  the  l6th.  This  morning,  a detachment  remained  in  the 
rear  of  the  army,  aid  soon  after  the  legion  had  taken  up  their  line  of  march,  they 
saw  eight  indiands  coming  toward  the  camp.  They  attacked  them,  killed  one,  and 
wounded  two  of  them. 

26  Aug.  17 9U:  The  legion  continued  their  march,  and  at  two  o'clock  arrived 

on  the  ground  where  they  had  encamped  on  the  15th.  Dr.  Carmichael,  through  neglect 
or  inadvertance,  had  placed  a number  of  the  wounded  men  in  wagons  among  spades, 
axes,  pciks,  and  other  articles,  in  consequence  of  which  and  the  jolting  of  the 
wagons  over  bad  roads,  they  suffered  extremely.  All  the  wounded  that  were  borne 
on  litters  and  on  horseback  were  sent  forward  to  Ft.  Defiance,  where  they 
crossed  the  Maumee  river  by  wading,  and  at  three  o'clock  encamped  on  the  south 
bank  of  the  river  one  mile  above  the  fort,  where  they  remained  until  the  lUth  of 
September.  The  seventeen  days  spent  at  this  point  were  occupied  in  fortifying  and 
strengthening  the  fort  to  make  it  sufficiently  strong  to  be  proof  against  heavy 
ordnance. 

"Flour  became  very  scarce  before  the  army  left  Defiance,  but  they  had  plenty 
of  com  which  was  becoming  dry  enough  to  grate,  and  abundance  of  vegetables  - 
pumpkins , beans,  melons,  and  fruits. 
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Isaac  Facet  on  Ss  J ouraal , c ont inued :

department  n'ere  sent  to  Fort  Recover^-,  escorted  by  Brig.  Gen.  Todd 
brigade  of  mounted  volunteers,  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  supplie 
to  Defiance.  They  returned  on  the  10th  of  September,  and  brought 
two  hundred  kegs  of  flour  and  two  hundred  head  of  cattle. 

"While  at  Defiance,  a number  of  the  non  became  sick  of 
fever  and  ague,  which  they  had  severly,  but  recovered. 11

”.  . . they  rarched  fourteen  miles  to  the  Indian  Miami  villages 
at  the  confluence  of  the  St.  Mary's  and  St.  Joseph’s  rivers,  whe: 
they  arrived  at  five  o’clock  P.  M.  and  pitched  their  tents.  Thi 
is  the  place  to  which  General  Harmar  marched  in  17  0;  in  the 
vicinity  of  which  Colonel  Hardin  and  a art  of  his  troops  were 
defeated  by  the  Indians  on  the  17th  of  October  in  that  year,  and 
on  this  ground  the  town  of  '"ort  Wayne , in  the  State  of  Indiana, 
fras  since  been  laid  out.  At  this  place  there  was  then  a body  of 
cleared  land,i$^p;£  lying  together  and  under  cultivation,  of  at 
least  five  hundred  acres,  and  in  the  vicinity  had  been  no  less 
than  five  Indian  villages.  It  had  been  the  largest  Indian 
settlement  in  the  country.

. the  troops  were  engaged  in  fortifying  their  carp,  as  it 
was  too  late  on  the  evening  before,  when  they  halted,  to  effect 
it  to  their  satisfaction.  General  Wayne  reconnoitered  the 
ground,  and  determined  on  the  spot  on  which  to  build  a garrison, 
which  he  selected  on  the  south  side  of  the  Maumee  river,  opposite 
the  mouth  of  the  St.  Joseph’s  river.  In  the  evening  four 
deserters  from  tie  British  came  into  carp  giving  information  that 
the  Indians,  to  the  number  of  sixteen  hundred,  were  encamped 
eight  miles  below  the  British  fort." 

"...  General  Barber’s  command,  which  had  been  sent  to  Fort 
Recovery  for  provisions  on  the  11th,  arrived  in  camp,  bringing 
five  hundred  and  fifty-three  kegs  of  flour,  each  containing  one 
hundred  p ounds . " 

"...  the  work  of  building  the  garrison  commenced  by  cutting 
timber  in  the  forest,  and  bringing  it  to  the  dace  selected  for 
the  site.  The  timber  was  hauled  by  men  on  the  hind  wheels  of  wag 
ons.  A£  one  tire,  while  the  troops  remained  at  this  carp,  they 
were  on  short  allowance  for  several  days.  A sheep  was  sold  for 
ten  dollars.  Three  dollars  was  offered  for  one  pint  of  salt,  but 
it  could  not  be  obtained  for  less  than  sic:.  A keg  of  whisky, 
■containing  ten  gallons,  was  sold  for  eighty  dollars.  However, 
they  soon  received  supplies  from  Greenville." 

"...  Robert  IicCleilen,  one  of  the  spies,  wit  a small  party, 
came  to  the  carp  from  Fort  Defiance,  and  brought  information 
that  the  Indians  were  troublesome  about  the  garrison,  and  that 
they  had  killed  some  men  under  the  walls  of  the  fact.  Sixteen 
Indians  were  seen  this  day  by  a party  that  were  getting  ou  t 
timber.  They  were  pursued,  but  could  not  be  overtaken." 

"...  the  weather  became  extremely  cold.  Ice  for  ze  in  the  carp 
kettles  three-quarters  of  an  inch  thick;  and  on  the  morning 
of  the  fourt,  thef  frost  appeared  like  alight  snow.  The  weather 
continued  cold  for  several  days.'.* 

".  . .the  forst  was  completed,  and  garrisoned]?  by  a detachment 
under  Major  Alamtramck,  who  gave  to  it  the  name  of  Fort  layr.e . " 

(On  the  14th  of  October  , the  mounted  volunteers,  from  lentucky, 
who  had  become  dissatisfied  and  mutinous,  were  moved  to  Fort 
Washington,  where  they  were  immediately  mustered  out  of  service 
and  discharged.) 

"...  the  leg.  on  broke  up  their  camp  at  Fort  War  ne_,  and  at  nine 
o’clock  A.  IT.  took  up  theline  of  march  on  their  return  to 
Greenville.  They  folia; ed  General  Karmar’s  old  trace  up  the 
St.  Mary’s  river,  and  marched  nine  miles  that  day,  when  they 
encamped. "

Dear  Sir: 

Agreeably  to  promise  I have  seized  the  first  opportunity  of  writing  you,  and  $ 
to  be  methodical  in  the  business,  I shall  give  it  to  you  by  way  of  journal. 

7th  Oct.  our  first  day’s  march  was  great,  considering  that  the  army  had  not 
got  properly  in  their  geers-I  think  it  was  about  10  miles.  Our  second,  8th,  was 
greater,  it  reached  Fort  Hamilton.  . Many  of  the  men  were  exceedingly  fatigued,  and 
it  was  pretty  generally  believed,  hard  marching-the  General  thought  otherwise, 
and  it  must  be  so.  9th,  our  third  day’s  march,  was  to  the  five-mile  spring, 
advance  of  Hamilton.  Observe,  we  fortified  our  camp  every  night  and  were  very 
vigilant,  or  ought  to  be  so.  10th,  our  fourth  day's  march,  we  encamped  about  the 
17  miles  tree,  and  nothing  extraordinary  happened,  excepting  that  our  line  of 
march  extended  for  near  five  miles,  owing  to  the  rapidity  of  the  marching,  and 
the  badness  of  the  roads  for  cur  transportation,  superabding  the  straggling 
soldiers,  worn  down  with  fatigue  and  sickness,  brought  up  by  the  rear  guard  whom 
they  retarded  considerably. 

11th,  we  proceeded  on  to  the  29  miles  tree,  fortified  as  usual,  and  occupied 
a fine  commanding  ground,  and  nothing  of  consequence  happened  here.  12th,  the 
roads  were  very  bad,  and  some  of  our  waggons  broke  down,  but  as  the  General’s 
orders  declared  there  should  be  no  interstices,  the  line  of  march,  was  not 
impeded,  and  we  made  say  ten  miles,  this  day.  13th  we  advanced  by  tolerable 
quick  movements,  until  we  came  within  a mile#  oiTso  of  Fort  Jefferson,  and  this 
day  furnished  a good  deal  of  sport,  for  as  the  devil  would  have  it.  Col. 

Hamtramck  was  manoevreing  his  troops,  and  had  a sham  fight,  which  was  construed 
by  the  whole  array,  as  an  attack  upon  our  advanced  guards  or  flankers -it  rei  ly 
frightened  a good  many,  but  we  all  said,  let  them  come,  or,  we  are  ready  fer  them. 
He  had  mar  died  hard  this  day,  and  I think  no  so  well  prepared*  however  it  was  at 
length  discovered  to  be  a sham  fight,  and  every  body  knew  it  then.  Gh,  it  was 
Kamtramck’s  usual  practice]  said  they;  but  it  was  all  in  my  eye-they  never  thought 
of  Kan  trarnck.  JLhth,  we  marched  past  Fort  Jefferson  without  even  desiring  to  look 
at  it;  indeed  some  of  us  turned  our  heads  the  other  way  with  disdain;  and  it  has 
been  threatened  (as  report  says)  to  be  demolished  entirely.  This  day’s  march  # 
brought  us  to  where  I am  now  situ  ng,  writing  to  my  firend.  He  fortified  cur 
encampment  very  strong  and  feel  very  secure.  15fch.  the  waggons  were  went  back  to 
Font  St.  Clair  for  stores,  provisions,  &c.  and  an  escort  of  two  subaltern,  and 
between  80  and  90  men  ; and  nothing  happened  extra  this  day.  loth,  the  devil  to 
pay.  Col.  Blue,  with  near  20  of  the  cavalry  went  out  to  graze  "the  horses  of 
the  troops,  and  after  some  time  Blue  discovered  something  crawling  in  the  grass, 
which  he  at  first  through  was  turkeys,  but  immediately  found  them  to  be  two 
Indians,  and  ordered  a charge;  himself,  two  serjeants  and  a private  charged,  the 
rest  ran  away;  the  consequence  was,  the  two  Indians  killed  the  two  Serjeants— 
clue  and  the  private  escaped.  The  leader  of  the  rascals  who  behaved  so  cowardly 
was  immediately  tried  and  condemned,  but  pardoned  the  next  day.— 17th,  Lt. 

Lowry,  Ensign,  formerly  Dr.  Boyd,  with  the  escort  of  9C  men,  guarding  the  wagons, 
were  attacked  by  a party  of  thirty  or  forth  Indians  who  rushed  on  with  savage 
fury  and  yells  which  panic  struck  the  whole  party  (excepting  the  two  officers , 
and  about  15>  or  20  men,  who  fell  a sacrifice  to  savage  barbarity, ) and  they  al  ~l 
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SCOTT  DL'.RY,  continued: 

fled,  and  have  been  coning  into  Fort  St.  Clair  by  twos  and  threes  ever  since. 

The  Indians  plundered  the  waggons,  and  carried  off  with  them  siwty-four  of  the 
best  waggon  horses  in  the  army,  killing  si::  horses  at  the  waggons  in  this  defeat. 
Kr.  Hunt  has  been  a considerable  loser*  his  wagon  was  plundered  also.  Col.  Adair 
pursued  the  Indians , and  found  several  horses  dead,  which  he  supposed  had  been 
tired  and  they  killed  them,  a prob'f  that  their  flight  was  very  rapid.  In  this 
attack  we  have  lost  two  promising,  worthy  and  brave  officers,  and  about  twenty 
men,  mostly  of  Ca>  t.  Shaylor’s  company  for  his  and  Cant.  Prior ls  formed  the 
escort,  and  are  both  now  rather  in  disgrace. 

We  have  been  led  to  believe  that  this  place  would  have  been,  made  the  grand 
deposit  until  this  day;  we  now  leam  that  t ere  will  be  a forward  move  in  the 
course  of  ten  days,  nine  miles  further  into  the  Indian  country,  to  a place  called 
Still  Water;  the  reason  I can’t  surmise,  but  they  say,  they  are  very  cogent 
one,  I have  no  business  to  pry,  but  if  I should  accidently  find  it  wout, 
your  shall  be  informed.  In  the  meantime.

return  in  two  days,  provide  her  Tribe  wished  to  make  nice,  the 
old  lady  failed  to  return,  in  the  meantime  Gen2#  Wayne  had  a large 
garrison  built  ih,  (Ft.  Defiance) 

We  left  Fort  Defiance  and  got  to  the  Rappeds  of  the  Laumie  lSth 
Aug.  179U.  (Camp  Deposit) 


20  Aug.  179U  This  morning  the  army  was  under  arms,  at  day  light  and  our 

line  of  marhc  arranged.  Lieutenant  Hary  Beverly  Towles  was 
detailed  to  take  command  of  the  front  guard,  he  was  ordered  to 
march  on  in  fr^nt,  the  main  army  commenced  there  march. 

General  Charles  Scott  with,  his  mounted  Volunteers  we^e  placed 
in  the  rear.  After  marching  3 or  l<  miles  thefront  guards  was 
fired  on,  <1  the  most  of  them  either  killed  or  wounded".  Lieut, 

K.B.  Towles  vras  killed,  also  his  sergeant.  By  the  name  of  Eli 
Edmondson.  The  army  was  immediately  formed  for  Action  which 
very  soon  began,  it  commenced  on  the  right  of  the  army,  A 
on  the  margin  of  the  River,  Li  utenant  Percy  Pope  commanded 
Capt.  John  prices  company  of  artillery  and  he  was  the  first,  officer 
that  fired  a shot  from  our  howitzers.  Several  of  the  first 
shots  was  with  shell  then  he  commenced  with  grape  A cannister 
shot.  On  front  A between  the  indians  was  a large  quantity  of 
falling  down  Timer,  which  vras  a shelter  for  the  indians,  where 
they  remained  some  time,  they  would  load  A fire  then  fall  down  A 
load,  then  rise  and  fire  again.  A Charge  was  very  soon  ordered 
by  the  Commander  in  chief,  the  indians  soon  retreated  they  had 
a great  many  killed,  they  threw  a number  of  there  deal  in  the  River. 
.General  Scott  was  odder od  to  try  and  seround  the  indians,  but 
they  got  aprized  of  it  A retreated  as  fast  as  possible-*-

Lake.  Our  soldiers  are  preparing  1itters  to  convey  the  wounded  to 
Fort  Def inace,  there  is  a Brittish  Fort  7 or  8 miles  b low  oui 
c„mp,  its  called  Fort  Maumie  and  commanded  by  Col.  Cpr.gb  11.

It  is  with  very  great  pleasure  my  dea  Friend,  that  I now  take  up  my  Pen 
to  write  at,  but  not  to,  you,  for  I continue  in  ignorance  of  your  motions  or 
residence  since  the  recess  of  Congress,  I however  flatter  myself  that  your 
Brother  James,  to  whom  t is  will  go  upder  cover,  may  have  the  pleasureto  present 
it  to  your  hands  in  K<n  tucky.  You  will  then  have  seen,  copies  of  my  late  corres- 
pondence with  Kars  & His  chief,  which  combined  with  the  enclosed  copy  of  a very 
estraordinary  Letter  received  from  the  former  afew  days  since,  will  enable  you  to 
judge  of  my  situation  1 (give)  advice  for  my  Conduct,  You  will  percieve  from 
this  late  testimonial  1 from  the  Letter  of  the  Uth  April,  that  however  insidious 
and  insincere  they  may  be,  however  hostile  to  my  Interest,  they  have  fully  commi- 
tted themself s,  arid  therefore  I have  nought  to  apprehend  but  my  own  vindication  1 
the  crimination  of  my  Soloman  Cases  which  rests  upon  the  broadest  bottom  of 
unequivocal  Facts,  supported  by  record  1 an  host  of  respectable  testimony,  I 
Know  that  my  measures  must  be  governed  in  some  degree  by  those  of  my  antagonist, 
and  therefor  e I can  adopt  no  conclusions  untill  I hear  from  Mars  in  answer  to  my 
Letter  of  the  30th  June,  I deem  it  not  improbable  that  this  Letter  in  its 
obvious  tendency  may  have  given  Mars  a chilly  fit,  & I am  perfectly  sensible 
that  the  Liberty  which  I have  taken  with  his  Fleet,  will  draw  upon  me  the  in- 
flamed resentment  of  the  "Old  Horse"  no  matter,  the  Armour  of  truth,  Integrity 
1 true  patriotism,  will  shield  me  against  every  consequence,  if  I an  heard,  I 
shall  ma(i)ntain  the  ground  I have  taken,  if  I am  dismissed  (from)  the  Service, 

I shall  reach  a higher  point  of  distinction  than  I have  ever  aimed  at,  I however 
claim  your  advice,  enclose  it  to  Mrs  W.  at  Fort  Washington,  and  the  acknowledge- 
ment of  this  Letter,  is  the  only  indication  necessary  to  authenticate  your  feyned 
manuscript.  You  will  observe  that  I am  not  solicitous  to  quit  the  Service,  be- 
cause I knuw  the  profession  of  arms  to  be  my  Fort  and  I verely  believe  that  the 
Hour  may  possibly  come,  when  my  talents  in  that  line  might  be  of  important  account 
to  our  Country,  Yey5  I owe  so  much  to  my  own  feelings  and  to  professional  re- 
putation, that  I cannot  consent  to  sacrefice  the  one,  or  to  hazard  the  other,  unde: 
the  administration  of  a weak,  corrupt  Minister,  or  an  despotic,  vain  glorious, 
ignorant  General,  my  m asures  are  therefore  maturing  fast,  1 I shall  be  prepared 
to  retire  by  the  time  the  Campaign  clcs  es,  I mean  the  Season  of  danger  1 deficulty 
, or  rather  of  active  service,  for  we  shall  certainly  be  forted  before  the  1st 
Novr,  should  the  Savages  determine  to  prosecute  the  War  1 at  this  ffioment  I see 
nothing  to  contradict  the  Idea  of  the  prosecution,  by  this  time  I think  ycu  must 
feel  some  solicitude,  to  hear  a word  of  our  operations.  We  are  Victorious  <1 
triumphant  where  ever  we  go,  we  have  been  all  the  way  to  the  British  Post  below 
us  U7  Miles , we  have  beat  thousands  of  Indians  in  a pitched  Battle,  we  have 
commanded  the  British  officer  to  abandon  his  Post,  we  have  pillaged  his  gardens, 
insulted  his  flag,  which  we  left  flying,  & yesterday  got  back  to  this  place. 

All  this  have  we  done  <1  more,  but  I forsee  you  will  not  be  content  with  a report 
so  general,  I will  therefore  essay  a short  detail. 

The  Army  marched  from  greenville  the  28th  Ultimo  5 reached  this  point,  (the 
confluence  of  Auglaize  and  Miami  Rivers)  on  the  8th  inst.  the  Enemy  had  net,  been 
apprized  of  the  movement  more  than  three  or  four  days,  they  were  therefore  neb 
only  'unprepared  to  meet  us,  but  had  not  time  to  secure  1 carry  off  their  property 
oa  dried  Com  & furniture,  tho  our  movements  were  tardy  1 in  mass  sorre times  in- 
finitely disordered  1 without  a single  Ray  of  Enterprize,  tho  a glorious  opportun- 
ity presented,  we  found  the  distanc(e)  to  be  73  miles  by  he  asure  and  not  60  or  6q 
as  the  General  had  one  thousand  times  asserted.  we  saw  not  an  Indian  or  the

fresh  sign  of  one  untill  we  approached  the  Tams  . Here  tie  Gen  halted,  co  ngratul- 
ated  hinself  & the  Legion  on  their  successes,  determined  to  built  a fort,  and  to 
send  a flag  to  the  Enemy,  who  had  retired  down  the  Hirer  to  the  Vicinity  of  the 
British  Stores,  with  ove  atures  of  Peace*  I was  consulted  on  this  last  Pleasure, 
and  modestly  gave  my  opinion  with  my  reasons  in  writing  against  it*  The  Gen  fell 
side  and  the  Army  was  detained  untill  the  l£th  Inst,  when  we  commenced  our  inarch 
dam  the  Haver  for  the  British  Post,  which  I understood  we  were  to  reduce  & 
Establish  one  of  our own.  on  the  17  ti  the  messenger  sent  with  the  flag  meet 

us  at  noon,  with  a memorandum  without  signature,  counted  in  terms  equivocal,  & 

I think  sarcastic,  the  main  purport  of  which  was  to  request  the  Gen  to  built  no 
Forts  in  their  Country  <1  to  continue  where  he  was  ten  days  (i.e.  this  place) 
when  he  should  see  them  coming  with  aflag  as  he  had  requested,  they  requested 
an  answer,  professed  much  love  for  peace  & thanked  the  Gen  again  1 again  for  his 
great  regards  for  their  Uomen  andChildren.  He  at  first  said  he  would  send  an 
answer  the  next  morning  & that  if  he  had  not  moved,  he  would  lave  made  the  halt, 
"what  Sir,  I observed  "the  ten  days".  He  recollected  Himself  a said  "Ho".  I 
likewise  spoke  to  his  councello rs  on  the  impropriety  of  returning  an  answer,  1 
altho,  he  was  at  first  obstinate  on  that  In  ad  he  finally  gave  it  up.  On  the  18th 
we  march’d  to  a point  about  8 miles  from  the  Enemy  and  the  sane  distance 
from  the  British  Post,  the  size,  construction,  1 strength  of  which  was  still  un- 
known to  us.  tliis  afternoon  a Body  of  Indians  mounted  fell  in  with  our  Spies, 
persued  them  L took  ¥m  Kay,  (a  man  formerly  employed  by  me  as  a spy  in  this  very 
Quarter)  prisoner,  this  induced  the  belief  that  the  Enemy  really  meant  to  oppose 
us,  a contrary  opinion  having  prevailed  for  several  days,  the  Gen  determined  to 
halt, . fortify,  & deposite  his  Baggage,  this  employ’d  us  till  the  20th,  but  on 
the  19th  Mqj  or  Price  of  Kentucky  who  with  l£0  Volunteers  mounted,  constituted  the 
van  Guard  of  the  Army,  had  reconoitered  this  Country  as  law  down  as  McKees  house 
& within  Ap  mile  of  the  British  Post.  He  saw  no  one  of  the  Enemy  in  great  force, 

& a line  which  they  had  formed  for  our  reception  the  day  before.  He  mentioned 
this  to  theGen  & told  Him  they  would  gight  us  at  the  spot,  nevertheless  an  opin- 
ion obtained  that  the  Indian (s)  <1  British  were  both  off,  & that  we  should  see 
neither.  (I  won#  a Qt  (?)  Cask  wine  <1  ten  Guineas  on  these  points)  this  within 
8 miles  of  an  Indian  Enemy  or  post,  the  first  Instance  of  the  Kind  which  presents 
(itself)  in  the  knowledge  of  man,  for  it  is  the  invisibility  of  asavage  which 
contributes  his  greatest  advantage.  I repeat  that  altho  we  knew  the  savages 
were  Encamp’d  within  the  Vicinity  of  the  British  Post,  not  a single  attempt  was 
made  to  Enterprise  against  them,  on  the  20th  we  marched  <1  at  kz  miles  we  were 
surprized  by  a sudden  attack  on  our  front  which  drove  back  dL  1 our  advanced 
Guards  L parties,  and  altho  my  wing  was  the  first  formed,  the  Enemy  fired,  upon 
my  lino  before  the  right  had  gained  its  ground,  our  antag)  nist(s)  halted  at 
Sixty  & one  hundred  yards,  and  gave  us  a feeble  scattered  fire,  by  which  I had 
a few  men  kill’d,  my  officer  importuned  me  to  charge  but  hearing  no  signal  1 

having  received  no  order,  I decleined  this  measure,  and  sustained  the  Enemies  fire 
on  my  Ground.  I at  length  heard  the  charge  sounded  by  Capt  Ms  Gamble  of  the  Dra- 
goons, L he  pierced  through  my  Line  on  the  left  of  the  1st  Batt.  of  the  3d  S. 
Legion,  the  enemy  were  than  posted  and  firing  on  our  front.  I saw  Miss 
Campbles  danger  <1  without  further  hesitation  ordered  a rapid  charge  to  support  & 
save  him  if  possible,  but  my  exertions  in  this  instance  were  vain,  for  altho  the 
enemy  instantly  fled  before  us,  poos  Ms  Campble  who  had  mix’d  with  them,  was 
loll’d  with  several  of  his  men  about  200  paces  in  my  front,  the  Enemy  retired 
before  us  & skirmishd  with  us  for  more  than  a mile,  their  fire  was  so  light  that 
I rode  to  the  Gen  long  after  the  affair  commenced,  & begged  Him  "to  act  with 
caution  as  I werely  (verily)  believed  that  the  Enemy  were  Endeavoring  to  harrass 
ourMen,  to  draw  our  fire  8:  disorder  our  line  by  light  parties,  and  that  their 
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main  Body  was  still  behind.  I observed  that  it  was  no  fight  at  that 
tine."  itfter  retiring  before  us  for  an  hour  they  ran  off  and  have  not 
since  been  heard  of.  We  then  halted  formed  tie  line  & remained  on  our 
ground  about  h Hours,  whilst  the  General  was  reconnoitering  ground  in 
our  front  for  an  Encampment,  no  measures  were  ordered  by  Him  for  col- 
lecting the  public  axes  or  the  Baggage  1 Blankets,  droned  in  the  pursuit, 
or  for  collecting  1 burying  the  dead.  He  ordered  the  men  a half  Gill  of 
Whisky,  1 told  them  as  he  rode  along  the  line  that  lie  always  fioged  In- 
dians 1 British  where  ever  he  went  tho  I pledge  my  Honor  that  I did  not 
received  an  order  from  him  during  the  action,  and  Cc^-  Hamtranck  who  com- 
manded) the  left  wing,  assures  me  that  his  own  case  was  exactly  similar. 
Indeed  I do  no(t)  hear  of  a single  order  which  he  gave  except  to  poor  H 
Campble,  who  was  sacrificed  by  a premature  charge,  his  light  Infantry  1 
the  3 other  Troops  of  Dragoons,  reserved  for  his  own  special  command,  did 
not  receive  a single  order  from  Him,  and  acted  agreeably  to  their  own  dis- 
c ration  . In  short  such  was  our  situation  on  the  March,  such  our  security, 
that  if  tiie  Enemy  had  condensed  their  force,  instead  of  attempting  a line 
near  two  miles  long,  & carried  it  against  our  left,  they  would  have  forced 
both  our  Columns,  & if  they  had  not  defeated,  might  have  ruined  the  Array, 
by  the  Carnage  they  must  have  made.  Such  was  the  disposition  of  the  Mounted 
Volunteers  that  not  mo  e than  Three  hundred  of  Todds  Brigade  got  into  the 
action,  these  behaved  well.  I had  the  Tawa  River  & a prairee  on  my  right  in 
which  the  Enemy  made  a shew  of  fighting  my  front  was  cut  by  deep  & steep 
ravins,  the  land  was  flat  to  the  left,  & in  Hamtramck( 8 s)  front  an  allmost 
impervious  thicket,  the  firing  commenced  on  the  right  & ran  off  to  the  left, 
it  was  briskest  about  the  centre,  and  the  loss  of  the  wings  is  nearly  equal, 
tho  the  greatest  number  is  in  favour  of  the  right,  yet  the  Gen-*-  has  said 
that  the  action  was  fought  on  the  left.  I made  several  escapes,  my  extra  aid 
de  Camp  l/°  Campbell  Smith,  was  wounded  in  carrying  a message  to  tbs  Gen-*-  &. 
my  servant  struck  in  the  shoulder  by  a Ball  destined  for  myself,  by  a rascall 
about  60  yards  from  ms,  and  by  personal  Horse  & Charge  a considerable  dis- 
tance in  front  of  my  whole  Line,  I believe  I saved  the  valuable  Life  of  L^ 
Covington,  who  afterward  with  his  own  Hand,  kill 9 d the  savage  whose  attention 
I had  drawn  to  myself  to  save  Covington,  this  by  the  bye  was  the  second  he 
had  kill'd  with  his  sword,  in  this  Igotism,  I trust  ry  Friend  I males  no  breach 
of  delicacy,  nor  can  I incur  any  imputation  of  vanity,  as  I mention  it  for 
your  private  observation  <1  personal  satisfaction.  A french  man  in  the  garb 
of  an  Indian,  secreted  himself  when  the  Enemy  retired,  A surrendered  some 
time  after.  He  declared  that  He  was  a trader  A had  been  forced  into  the  ac- 
tion by  Capb  I/cI(ee,  who  with  Mathew  Elliot  commanded.  He  avered  that  He  had 
not  fired  his  gun  which  was  justified  by  the  appearance  of  it.  He  informed 
(us)  that  the  Indians  were  averse  to  fighting  our  army,  but  that  Elliot  A 
McKee  had  araged  them  into  it.  He  reports  the  force  opposed  to  us  to  be  be- 
tween 8 or  900  Indians  <1  hi  White  men.^  this  force  exceeded  my  computation 
founded  upon  the  fire  of  the  Enemy.  The  Gen1  has  determined  that  He  was  op- 
posed by  two  Thousand  Indians  a all  the  Militia  of  Detroit,  arid  asserts  badly 
that  we  kill 8 d 1;00  of  the  Enemy  on  the  ground,  notwithstanding  it  has  been 
reconnoitered  many  times  by  light  parties,  and  was  finally  swept  by  the  Army 
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in  line,  (to  search  for  ax6 s and  Blankets  U days  after  they  had  been 
lost)  and  the  greatest  number  of  the  dead  of  the  Enemy*  including  several 
white  men  which  every  observation  <1  inquiry  can  produce  is  less  than  30, 

I shall  be  vastly  impatient  to  see  the  official  account,  I think  Halpla- 
quot,  or  Fontenoy,  will  stand  no  chance  if  brought  in  competition  with  car 
fight,  it  would  appear  from  the  Generals  Letters  & orders  that  his  Bosom 
teemed  with  the  finest  sensations  of  humanity  &.  philanthropy*  and  yet  strange 
to  tell*  so  little  regard  was  paid  to  those  who  fell  or  Bled  in  the  skirmish, 
that  the  Bodies  of  the  former  were  left  to  ferment  upon  the  surface,  the  prey 
of  Vultures,  untill  the  22a  at  which  time  1 the  Evening  before  unfortunate 
wounded  men  ware,  found  upon  the  field,  where  they  had  Inin  in  agony  from  10 
©Clock  of  the  20vru  a Serjeant  Edmondson  of  the  kuiri  S,  L,  was  found  on  the 
22g  1 had  just  expired,  & a man  of  the  right  wring  was  brou'g'gt  into  Camp  a 
died  a few  minutes  after,  for  a single  Man  sacrificed  by  such  cruel  negli- 
gence, a Genx  deserves  to  be  hanged,  damned  he  certainly  will  be . A new 
Sceene  was  now  to  be  opened,  L we  were  allready  in  possession  of  the  British 
Post,  but  I had  taken  a distant  view  & knew  this  Idea  to  be  chemerical.  the 
Army  however,  leaving  the  wounded  on  the  ground  in  a great  degree  unprovided 
& unpiodected,  advanced  to  the  Bank  of  Miami s River,  (so  called  by  the  Brit- 
ish) at  the  head  of  the  back  water  of  the  Lake,  & Encamped  in  full  view  of 
the  British  Garrison  & at  roile(s)  distance.  The  Beauty  of  the  Sceene  which 
presents  in  one  front,  cannot  well  be  concieved,  tbs  River  meandering  in  var- 
ious directions  thro  a natural  meadow  in  high  cultivation  & of  great  extent, 
this  meadow  bounded  by  noble  eminences,  crowned  with  lofty  timber  on  either 
side,  with  Indian  Villages,  scattered  along  the  Eastern  & the  British  flag 
fring  (flying)  upon  the  Western  Bank,  after  a dreary  Jomcy  of  more  than  2C0 
miles  from  the  Ohio,  thro  an  uncultivated  Wilderness,  fills  the  mind  with  the 
most  Interesting  Emotions,  and  affords  the  roost  pleasing  recreation  to  the 
Eye®  Here  we  beat  our  Drums  Slowed  our  trumpets  and  went  to  Bed,  early  next 
Morning  the  Gen1  informed  me,  that  the  place  was  too  strong  for  him  to  attempt 
it,  that  besides  it  was  the  ultimo  ratio  & therefore  he  must  act  cautiously® 

I understood  we  were  taediately  to  return  to  our  deposit  Gmp*  He  said 
that  if  he  had  ten  days  Provisions  to  spear  he  could  take  it,  but  that  he  had 
not  so  much,  how  did  this  happen?  or  whose  fault  is  it?  why  has  not  the 
Artillery  prepared  for  the  occasion  brough(t)  on?  why  was  it  left  at  Green- 
ville? why  were  k00  Bullocks  (left)  at  the  same  place?  where  the  necessity 
of  hurrying  our  departure  with  such  precipitancy,  as  not  to  alio?/  time  for 
C-en-1-  Barbee  to  git  up,  or  100  & odd  of  the  contractors  horses  to  come  forward 
to  us  from  Fort  Hamilton?  particularly  as  two  days  would  have  sufficed  for 
the  purpose.  Why  advance  upon  the  British  Post  without  knowing  its  size, 
construction  & defences,  why  go  totally  unprepared  to  take  it?  are  questions 
which  may  hereafter  be  asked,  about  one  oGlock  Major  Campbie  the  Command,  of 
the  British  Post,  send  out  a flag  with  a Letter  demanding  the  motives  of  the 
approach  of  our  army  & what  light  he  was  to  view  it,  1 called  on  the  Gen1  L 
he  put  the  letter  into  my  hand,  & asked  my  opinion  of  the  answer  which  should 
be  given  "I  replyed"  it  was  impertinent  & merits  no  answer"  He  said  he  had 
promissed  an  answer,  & to  my  astonishment  put  pen  Inck  &.  Paper  before  me  and 
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said  to  mo  "Corns  let  ms  ses  what  you  would  say  to  it”  1 repeated  that 
if  left  to  my  judgment  I should  return  no  answer,  but  he  persisted.  I 
took  up  the  Pen  L hastily  commited  a few  Ideas  with  which  he  seemed  much 
pleased,  & adopted  them,  but  added  some  nonsense  of  his  own  at  the  close 
of  the  Letter,  before  this  was  sent  in,  lie  asked  my  opinion,  respecting 
his  continuance  on  the  ground  a day  or  two.  I observed,  that  if  the  state 
of  his  provision  would  permit,  it  would  meet  my  Judgement,  asn  an  unfavor- 
ablle  interpretation  might  be  put  upon  a precipitate  retreat.  He  immediate- 
ly sent  for  two  days  provision.  This  Evening  the  Gen1  had  changed  his 
opinion  & seemed  determined  to  take  the  Post,  & to  this  end  He  next  morning 
reconnoitered  it  closely  on  all  quarters,  said  it  was  weak,  & that  He  could 
take  it.  I knew  the  thing  was  impracticable  with  his  troops  <1  military  appar- 
atus, and  by  a few  Interrogations  defeated  his  intentions.  I at  the  seme 
time  adviset  him  to  make  his  visit  as  short  as  possible  as  I every  moment 
expected  an  order  from  the  Fort  for  Him  to  depart.  He  notwithstanding  he  had 
given  out  the  Idea  of  talcing  the  place,  determined  to  summon  it  or  order  the 
Commandant  to  depart.  He  read  me  a Letter  he  had  written  for  the  purpose.  I 
opposed  his  intention  as  I was  sensible  it  would  answer  no  good  end  & might 
expose  Him  to  insult.  He  however  adhered  to  his  plan,  we  returned  to  our 
c a up  & were  followed  by  a flag  with  a Communication  from  the  British  Command0 
animadverting  upon  our  reconnoitring  Party,  & forbiding  the  future  approach 
of  parties  or  Individuals  within  reach  of  his  Cannon®  The  Gen1  in  answer  de- 
manded of  him  to  remove  his  Garrison  from  the  territory  of  the  U.  States 
which  "would  be  suffered  without  molastation  by  his  army"  the  British  Command"0 
replied  politely  that  nothing  but  the  orders  of  his  superiors  or  the  fortune 
of  war  could  remove  him,  & observed  that  discussions  on  the  propriety  of  his  j 
occupancy  would  come  done  properly  before  the  Embassadors,  of  the  two  nations, 
we  next  day  made  a rediculous  gasconade,  by  firing  our  little  Pop  Guns  Kowi- 
zer,  faced  'to  the  right  about  & the  da^r  before  yesterday  reached  this  place 
after  a very  disorderly  march.  The  Gen  becoming  every  moment  more  secure,  & 
more  inflated  with  his  Imagenary  prowess  L the  importance  of  his  puny  vic- 
tory. Monsieur  La  Sal  the  French  Prisoner  is  known  to  fells  our  confiden- 
tial Guide  & partizan,  who  says  He  is  a good  man,  & that  He  has  no  doubt  he 
was  forced  to  march  forth  to  the  field  of  Battle,  as  it  is  the  custom  cf  the 
savages  to  make  their  trader  fight  with  them.  He  perseveres  in  his  first  re- 
port respecting  the  force  of  the  Enemy  opposed  to  us,  which  has  so  inflamed 
the  Genly  Choler  that  he  lias  put  him  in  Irons,  and  has  made  up  his  report 
from  a British  Drummer  who  deserted  to  us,  & who  agrees  with  the  Gen  that 
2000  Indians  and  the  Detroit  militia  were  opposed  to  us,  yet  the  seme  Drum- 
mer said  that  no  kind  of  intercourse  was  permited  between  the  troops  & the 
savages,  when  he  first  came  out.  to  what  meserable  shiefts  are  we  driven  to 
veil  our  fillies  & to  support  our  importance.  Yet  believe  me  nothing  shall 
escape  my  vigilence,  nor  shell  any  imposture  be  played  upon  the  Public,  since 
our  retreat  commenced  we  have  lost  several  men  by  desertion,  the  enemy  were 
upon  our  rear  in  small  parties  <k  took  a couple  cf  Prisoners,  in  return  Price 
who  covered  the  retreat  kill 8 d pne  & wounded  two  on  the  2na  day  of  our  re- 
trogresive  march*  the  troops  have  boon  on  half  allowance  of  Flour,  since  the 
16""  Inst,  and  our  whole  stock  this  day  is  l?a00  lbs  with  between  30  & hCP- 
lbs  of  beef  on  the  hoof®  we  are  miles  from  our  nearest  supply,  a Country 
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intervening  impracticable  after  long  & hea^ry  rains,  & cut  by  several 
water  courses  impassable  when  swelled®  Gen  Todd  is  this  day  dispatched 
with  about  700  Mounted  Volunteers  as  an  use or t to  the  Pack  horses,  who 
are  sent  for  Flour,  & the  Bullocks  left  at  Greenville*  should  he  bee 
ston’d  by  weather,  or  cut  up  by  the  Enemy,  which  is  perfectly  in  their 
power,  for  we  know  nothing  about  them,  nor  have  any  measures  been  taken 
since  we  began  our  retreat  to  find  out  where  they  are,  this  Army  must  dis- 
sipate and  find  their  way  to  Greenville  by  the  shortest  Route,  & at  the  ex- 
pence of  all  property.  Public  & private*  was  ever  a Body  of  Men  willfully 
and  without  causualty  or  accident  placed  in  the  same  perilous  circumstan- 
ces. what  reasoning  can  justify,  the  commitment  of  the  Fane  of  the  cam- 
paign, the  Interest  of  the  nation  & the  safety  & Honor  of  the  Corps,  to  such 
contingencies.  Yet  such  lias  been  our  situation,  from  one  stage  to  an  other 
from  the  Day  we  marched*  I however  have  strong  hope,  that  the  same  provi- 
dence which  has  heretofore  protected  v.ri_Lf  still  smile  upon  us.  The  Idea, 
of  the  moment  is  to  wait  here  untill  Todd  returns,  to  march  then  to  the  ■ 
miami  Villages,  & Errect  a grant  (great)  fortress,  in  other  words  to  end 
where  ire  should  have  begun  in  the  mean  (time)  to  speculate  on  what  may 
be  the  Conduct  of  the  Enemy,  is  extremely  hazardous*  their  determination 
will  depend  totally  on  the  disposition  of  the  British  & if  they  prosecute 
the  war,  they  will  I think  send  us  back  to  Greenville  before  December,  it 
is  certainly  in  their  power,  we  have  destroyed  prodijeous  quantities  of 
Corn,  but  we  have  in  truth  done  nothing  which  might  not  have  been  better 


done  by  1500  Mounted  Volunteers  in  30  days,  that  is  the  Towns  might  have 
been  Surprized,  the  Mo men  & Children  captured,  more  fellows  kill’d,  L the 
same  property  destroy’d,  an  Experientp  ray  Ideas  of  the  Country  are  justif(ied) 
& the  Gen1  has  made  small  errors  of  30  & lj.0  miles  in  an  hundred.  Enclosed 
you  will  find  a sketch  of  the  Ground  of  action,  the  British  Post,  da  before 
refered  to.  I wish  yon  to  Publish  it  if  you  may  think  proper  in  some  of 
the  periodical  works,  as  nine.  The  worthless  Old  scoundrel  Scott  has  be- 
come an  object  of  pity.  He  is  the  contempt  of  the  whole  army,  except  his 
Brother  Regular  and  Irregular.  I have  thus  related  you  in  much  haste,  a 
long  & I fear  confused  detail.  I have  experienced  your  indulgence  on  many 
occasion(s)  & solicit  it  on  the  present,  you  my  however  be  assured  that 
my  Facts  are  correct,  & I give  you  leave  to  publish  such  parts  of  Ghana s 
the  official  detail  when  it  appears,  may  render  necessary,  or  as  may  in 
sound  policy  be  judged  expedient  before  always  guarding  me  against  any  im- 
putation of  Vanity  or  malice.  The  Gen^  seems  disposed  to  allow  little 
merit  to  the  wing  which  I foungt.  he  was  therefore  so  blended  the  kill’d 
& Mounded,  that  no  Person  from  the  Arnv  will  be  able  to  distinguish  those 
who  fell  or  Bled  in  the  respective  Mings.  I have  essayed  a return  taken 
from  the  original  in  which  the  proper  distinction  is  observed  & which  I wish 
you  to  publish.

rery  bad.  Nothing  occurred  worth  noticing. 


Camp  one  mile  in  advance  of  Fora  Recover:/,  29th  July,  179k# -At  five  o’clock  left  the 
camp -arrived  on  this  ground  at  one  o’clock,  being  fifteen  miles.  Nothing  took  place  worth 
ce citing. 

I am  now  informed  that  tracks  were  perceived  on  our  right  flank,  supposed  to  be 
Tinners  from  the  Cgiaise. 

Camp  Beaver  Swamp,  eleven  miles  in  advance  of  Fort  Deco  very,  30th  July,  1798-. -This 
erring  the  legion  took  up  the  line  of  march,  and  arrived  here  at  3 o’clock.  The  road  was 
o cut,  as  will  be  the  case  on  every  new  route  we  t-ke  in  this  country.  The  weather  still 
irm-no  water  except  in  ponds,  which  nothing  but  excessive  thirst  would  induce  us  to  drink, 
he  musquetoes  are  very  troublesome,  and  larger  than  I ever  saw.  The  most  of  this  country 
3 covered  with  beech,  the  land  of  a wet  soil  intermixed  with  rich  tracts,  but  no  running 
uter  to  be  found. 

A bridge  to  be  built  over  this  swamp  to-morrow,  which  prevents  the  march  of  the  Legion 
Jll  the  day  after.  hTe  are  informed  there  is  no  water  for  twelve  miles. 
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Will  Journal,  continued: 
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July  31,  179U.**Coircuanced  building  the  bridge,  being  seventy  yards  in  length, 
which  will  re  uire  infinite  labor ; it  will  be  five  feet  deep,  with  loose  mud  and  water. 

One  hundred  pioneers  set  out  this  morning,  strongly  escorted,  to  cut  a road  to  the 
St  Kary’s  river,  twelve  miles.  I expect  the  bridge  will  be  completed  so  as  to  march 
early  in  the  morning. 

Camp  St.  Kary's  River,  1st  August,  179U. -Proceeded  on  our  way  before  sun-rise,  and 
arrived  at  this  place  at  three  o'clock,  being  twelve  miles  as  aforesaid.  Our  encamp- 
ment is  on  the  largest  and  most  beautiful  prarie  I ever  beheld,  the  land  rich  and  well 
timbered;  the  water  plenty  but  very  bad- the  river  is  from  forty-five  to  fifty  yards 
wide , in  which  I bathed.  I am  told  there  is  plenty  of  fish  in  it. 

August  2nd,  179U.-The  legion  detained  here  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a garrison, 
which  will  take  up  three’ days.  This  day  one  of  the  deputy  quarter-masters  was  taken  up 
by  the  Indians.  Our  spies  discovered  where  four  of  the  enemy  had  retreated  precipitately 
with  a horse,  and  supposed  to  be  the  party  the  above  person  had  been  taken  by.  It  is 
hoped  he  will  not  give  accurate  information  of  our  strength. 

August  3^d,  179U.-An  accident  took  place  this  day  by  a tree  falling  on  the 
commander-in-chief  and  nearly  putting  an  end  to  his  existance;  ire  expected  to  be  detained 
here  some  time  in  consequence  of  it,  but  fortunately  he  is  not  so  much  hurt  as  to  prevent 
him  from  riding  at  a slow  pace. 

Ho  appearance  of  the  enemy  to-day,  and  think  they  are  preparing  for  a warm  attack. 
The  weather  very  hot  and  dry,  without  any  appearance  of  rain. 

Gamp  thirty^one  miles  in  advar.ee  of  fort  Recovery,  l+th  August,  1794. -The  aforesaid 
garrison  being  completed,  lieutenant  Underhill  with  one  hundred  men,  left  to  protect  it; 
departed  at  six  o'clock  and  arrived  here  at  three  o’clock,  being  ten  miles.  The  land 
we  marched  through  is  rich  and  well  timbered,  but  the  water  scarce  and  bad;  obliged  to 
' dig  holes  in  boggy  places  and  let  it  settle. 
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Camp  forty-four  inilcs  in  advance  of  Fort  riecovory,  £th  August  179k.-bTc  arrived 
.t  this  place  a four  o’clock,  nothing  particular  occurring.  She  land  and  rater  as 
hove  described-had  some  rain  to-day. 

Carp  fifty-six  miles  iron  Fort  Recovery,  6th  August,  179k.*Fncamped  on  this  ground 
t two  o’clock.  In  the  course  of  our  march  perceived  the  track  of  twenty  Indians.  I an 
.nformed  we  are  within  six  miles  of  one  of  their  towns  on  the  C-glaize  river,  supposed  to 
e the  upper  Delaware  term.  If  so, I expect  to  eat  green  com  tomorrow. 

Our  march  this  day  has  been  through  an  exceeding  fine  country,  but  the  water  still 
-ad-the  day  cooler  than  heretofore. 

Camp  sixty- eight  miles  from  Fort  Recovery,  7th  August,  179k. -This  day  passed  the 
.piper  tarn  on  the  Gglaize,  which  the  Indians  evacuated  some  time  ago.  I expect  to  see 
>ne  of  their  new  towns,  where  I am  told  there  are  all  sorts  oT  vegetables,  which  mil  be 
ery  acceptable  to  the  troops.  bre  have  had  no  appearance  of  Indians  to-day. 

Gamp  Grand  Gglaize,  8th  August,  179k. -Proceeded  on  our  march  to  this  place  at  five 
'clock  this  morning,  and  arrived  here  at  the  confluence  of  the  Miami  and  Gglaize  rivers 
•t  half  past  ten,  being  seventy-seven  miles  from  Fort  Recovery.  This  place  far  excels 
n beauty  any  in  the  western  country,  and  believed  equalled  by  non  in  the  Atlantic 
sates.  Here  are  vegatables  of  every  kind  in  abundance  and  we  have  marched  four  or  five 
lies  in  cornfields  down  the  Gglaize,  and  there  is  not  less  than  one  thousand  acres  of 
om  round  the  town.  The  land  in  general  of  the  fir  nature. 

This  country  appears  well  adapted  for  the  enjoyment  of  industrious  people,  who 
annot  avoid  living  in  as  great  luxury  as  in  any  other  place  throughout  the  states, 
aturo  having  lent  a most  bountiful  hand  in  the  arrangement  of  the  position,  that  a man 
an  send  the  produce  to  market  in  his  own  boat.  The  land  level  and  river  navigable,  not 
ore  than  sixty  miles  from  the  lake. 
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The  British  have  built  a large  garrison  about  fifty  miles  from  this  place,  and  our 
spies  inform  us  that  they  enemy  are  encamped  about  two  miles  above  it  on  the  river. 

Grand  Cglalzo,  9th  August,  179h.-LTc  remain  here. -The  c ommander -in- chi e f has  ordered 
a garrison  to  be  erected  at  the  confluence  of  the  Miami  and  Oglaize  rivers,  which  was 
begun  tliis  morning,  and  will  take  up  some  time;  by  this  means  the  troops  will  be  much 
refreshed,  as  well  as  the  horses  and  cattle,  the  latter  being  much  wearied  and  in  need 
of  a recess  of  labor.  No  appearance  of  an  enemy. 

Grand  Oglaize,  10th  August,  179U.-The  troops  in  good  spirits.  No  interruption  from, 
or  account  of,  the  enemy.  He  have  plenty  of  vegatables.  One  of  our  militia  officers 
wounded  by  his  own  sentinel  by  mistake. 

Grand  Oglaize,  11th  August,  179U. -Nothing  occurs  to  prevent  the  completion  of  our 

work. 

(Here  were  a few  leaves  lost  out  of  the  manuscript,  to  my  great  regret. — Lditor 
American  Pioneer. ) 

Took  up  their  line  of  march,  and  at  one  arrived  on  this  ground  without  any  occurrence 
Our  carp  is  situated  in  sight  of  Snake town,  on  the  Miami  of  the  Lake.  Vegetables  in 
abundance. 

Gamp  nineteen  miles  from  Oglaiae,  l6th  August,  17 pin -Cur  march  this  day  was  through 
a bushy  ground,  and  the  road  generally  bad.  Miller  (the  flag)  returned  this  day  from 
the  enemy  with  information  from  the  tribes,  that  if  the  commander-in-chief  would  remain 
at  Grand  Oglaize  ten  days  they  would  let  him  know  whether  they  would  be  for  peace  or  war. 

Gamp  thirty-one  miles  from  Capo  Oglaize,  17th  August,  179lu-This  day  a small  party 
of  the  enemy’s  spies  fell  in  with  ours;  both  parties  being  for  discoveries,  -they  retreated 
at  which  time  the  enemy  fired  and  vounded  one  of  our  horses.  Cur  camp,  head  of  the 
Rapids . 
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Camp  forty-one  relies  iron  Grand  Cglaisc,  luth  August,  179h.-The  legion  arrived  on 
this  ground,  nothing  particular  talcing  place.  Five  of  our  spies  were  went  out  at  three 
o 'clock- they  fell  in  with  an  advanced  body  of  the  enemy,  and  obliged  to  retreat;  but  May, 
one  of  our  spies,  fell  under  the  enemy's  hold,  that  his  fate  may  be  must  be  left  to 
future  success.

Carp  in  sight  of  a.  British  garrison,  on  the  Miamis  of  the  Lake,  August  20,  17 9h — 
one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from  Greenville . -This  day  the  legion,  after  depositing  every 
kind  of  baggage,  took  up  the  line  of  march  at  7 o'clock,  and  continued  their  route  down 
the  margin  of  the  river,  without  making  any  discovery,  until  eleven  o'clock,  when  the 
front  guard,  which  was  composed  of  mounted  volunteers,  were  fired  on  by  the  enemy.  The 
guard  retreated  in  the  utmost  confusion  through  the  front  guard  of  the  regulars,  commanded 
by  captain  Cook  and  lieutenant  Steele,  who,  in  spite  of  their  utmost  exertion,  mado  a 
retreat.  These  fell  in  with  the  left  of  captain  Howell  Lewis'  company  of  light  infantry 
and  thre  that  part  of  the  men  into  confusion,  i-hich  captain  Lewis  observing,  he  ordered 
the  left  of  his  company  to  retreat  about  forty  yards,  where  he  formed  them  and  joined 
the  right,  which  had  stood  their  ground.  They  continued  in  this  position  until  they  were 
joined  by  part  of  captain  Springer's  battalion  of  riflemen,  which  was  nearly  fifteen 
minutes  after  the  firing  commenced,  wi  o drove  the  pnerry  that  had  attempted  to  flank  us 
on  the  right.  Nearly  at  the  same  time,  the  right  column  came  up,  and  the  charge  was 
sounded-the  enemy  gave  way  and  fired  scattering  shots  as  they  run  off. 
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About  th6  tine  the  right  column  cane  up,  a heavy  firing  took  place  on  the  left,  i-hich 
lasted  but  a short  tine,  the  enemy  giving  way  in  all  quarters,  which  left  us  in  possession 
of  their  dead  to  the  number  ox  forty.  Our  loss  was  tniruy  killed  ana  on^  nunened 
Wounded,  Among  the  former  we  have  to  lament  the  loss  of  captain  Miss  Campbell  of  the 
dragoons,  and  lieutenant  Henry  3.  Bowles  of  the  Utli  sub-legion;  and  of  the  latter, 
captains  Prior  of  the  first,  Slough  of  the  fourth,  and  Van  Rensselaer  of  the  dragoons, 
also  lieutenant  Campbell  Smith  of  the  fourth  sub-legion.  The  whole  loss  of  the  enemy 
cannot  at  present  be  ascertained,  but  it  is  more  than  probable  it  must  have  been  con- 
siderable, for  we  pursued  them  with  rapidity  for  nearly  two  miles.  As  to  the  number  of 
the  enemy  engaged  in  this  action,  opinions  arc  so  various,  that  I am  at  a loss  to  know 
what  to  say;  the  most  general  opinion  is  one  thousand  five  hundred,  one  third  of  which  are 
supposed  tc  be  Canadians;  I am  led  to  believe  this  number  is  not  over  the  mark.  After 
the  troops  had  taken  come  refreshment,  the  legion  continued  their  route  down  the  river, 
and  encamped  in  sight  of  the  British  garrison.  One  Canadian  fell  into  our  hands,  who  we 
loaded  with  irons. 

Gamp  Foot  of  the  kapids,  21st  August,  179U.~Ve  are  now*  lying  within  half  a mile  of 
a British  garrison.  A flag  came  to  the  commander- in-chief , the  purport  of  which  was  that 
he,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  British  fort,  was  surprised  to  see  an  American  array  so 
far  advanced  in  this  country;  and  why  they  had  the  assurance  to  encamp  under  the  mouths 
of  his  Majesty’s  cannons]  The  commander- in-chief  answered,  that  the  affair  of  yesterday 
might  well  inform  him  why  this  army  was  encamped  in  its  present  position,  and  had  the 
flying  savages  taken  shelter  under  the  walls  of  the  fort,  his  Majesty’s  cannons  should 
not  have  protected  them. 


Camp  Boot  of  tie  Rapids,  22d  August,  179U?-Ve  have  destroyed  all  the  property  within 
one  hundred  yards  of  the  garrison.  The  volunteers  were  sent  dorm  eight  miles  below  the 
folrfc,  and  have  destroyed  and  burnt  all  the  possessions  belonging  to  the  Canadians  and 
savages.  The  commander-in-chief  led  his  light  infantry  within  pistol  shot  of  the  garrison

to  find  out  t!  e strength  and  situation  of  the  place,  and  in  hopes  of  bringing  a shot 
from  our  inveterate  but  silent  encrd.es.  They  were  too  cowardly  to  cone  up  to  our 
expectations,  and  all  we  got  by  insulting  the  colors  cf  Britain,  was  a flag,  the  amount 
of  which  was,  that  the  commanding  officer  of  the  fort  felt  himself  as  a soldier _•  much 
injured,  by  seeing  his  Majesty* s colors  insulted,  and  if  such  conduct  was  continued, 
he  would  be  under  necessity  of  making  a proper  resentment;  upon  which  the  co  mmandcr- in- 
chief demanded  the  post,  it  being  the  right  of  the  United  Statesn  wj;ich  was  refused, 

A small  party  of  dragoons  were  sent  over  the  river  to-  burn  and  destroy  all  the  houses, 
com,  1c.  that  were  under  cover  of  the  fort,  which  was  effected. 

Comp  Deposit,  23d  August,  179k. -Having  burned  and  destroyed  every  thing  contiguous 
to  the  fort  without  any  opposition,  the  legion  took  up  the  line  of  march,  and  in  the 
evening  encamped  cn  this  ground,  being  the  same  they  marched  from  the  20th,  It  may  be 
proper  to  remakr  that  we  have  heard  nothing  from  the  savages,  or  their  allies  the 
Canadians,  since  the  action.  The  honors  of  war  have  been  pa.id  to  the  remains  of  those 
brave  fellow  who  fell  on  the  20th,  by  a discharge  of  three  rounds  from  sixteen  pieces  of 
ordnance,  charged  with  shells.  The  ceremony  was  performed  with  the  greatest  solemnity. 


Camp  Thirty-two  Mile  Tree,  2Uth  August,  179U.-The  wounded  being  well  provided  for 
with  carriages,  be. , the  legion  took  up  the  line  of  march,  and  halted  in  their  old  camp 
about  two  o'clock  in  the  evening  without  any  accident.  In  this  day's  march  we  destroyed 
all  the  com  and  burnt  all  the  houses  we  met  with,  which  were  very  considerable. 


Camp  fifteen  bile  Tree,  2 5th  August,  179U.-The  legion  continued  their  march, 
encamped  on  this  ground  at  three  o'clock  P.K.  This  morning  a few  of  the  volunteer 
mined  in  the  rear  of  the  army;  and  soon  after  the  legion  took  up  their  line  of  m 
ohey  saw  eight  Indians  coming  into  our  camp;  they  fell  In  with  them,  killed  one  a 
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Gamp  Wine  lile  Tree,  26th  August,  1796. -The  legion  continued  their  march,  and  after 
s.  burning  and  destroying  all  the  houses  and  corn  on  their  route,  arrived  on  this  around 
at  two  o’clock,  being  one  of  our  encamping  places  when  on  our  advance. 

All  the  ’wounded  that  were  carried  on  litters  and  horseback  were  sent  forward  to 
Fort  Defiance.  Doctor  Carmichael  through  neglect  had  the  wounded  men  of  the  artillery 


and  cavalry  thrown  into  wagons,  aiong  spades,  axes , picks,  hc»,  in  conse  uence  of  which 
the  wounded  arenow  lying  in  extreme  pain,  besides  the  frequent  shocks  of  a wagon  on  the 
worst  of  roads.  The  wounded  of  the  third  sub-legion  are  under  obligations  to  doctor 
Haywood  for  his  attention  and  humanity  to  them  in  their  distress. 
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august,  17 96. -The  legion  continued  their  route,  and  at 


three  o’clock  were  encamped  on  the  Miami,  one  mile  above  the  garrison.  Cn  this  day’s 
march  we  destroyed  all  the  com  and  burnt  all  the  houses  on  our  route,  the  wounded  are 
happily  fixed  in  the  garrison,  and  the  doctors  say  there  is  no  great  danger  of  any  of 
them  dying.

The  rivers  are  navigable  for  small  craft  in  the  summer,  and  in  the  winter  there 
is  water  sufficient  for  large  boats,  the  lqnd  adjacent  fertile  and  well  timbered,  and 
from  every  appearance  it  has  been  one  of  the  largest  settlements  made  by  the  Indians  in 
this  country. 
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Camp  Illani  Villages,  iCth  September,  179b. -This  day  the  commander-in-chicf  re- 
citer ed  the  ground  and  determined  on  the  spot  to  built  a garrison  on.  The  troops 
ified  their  camps,  as  they  halted  too  late  yesterday  to  cover  themselves,  dour 
rters  fron  the  British  cane  to  us  this  day,  they  bring  information  that  the  Indians 
encamped  8 miles  below  the  British  fort  to  the  number  of  loOO.

We  were  saluted  with  twentyfour  rounds  from  a six-pounder.  Our  absence  from  this 
ground  amounted  to  three  Months  and  six  days.  And  so  end  the  expedition  of  general 
Jayne's  campaign. 
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
